Chicago Architect to Do Work. 

The Manila project has progressed so far 
that the task of working out the detailed 
plans of the undertaking has been com- 
mitted within the last week by Secretary 
of War Taft to Daniel H. Burnham of Chi- 
cago. 

The news -was received in this city from 
Washington yesterday, and was confirmed 
last night by Mr. Burnham. The Chicago. 
architect will leave next week for Sam Fran- 
cisco, and will sail next month for Manila 
by way of Japan. He will be accompanied 
only Dy @ professional assistant, and ex- 
pects to be gone five months. 


Taft Father of Project. | 
Secretary Taft has had in view not only the 
scheme for the reconstruction of Manila but 
the man who he believed would be best 
fitted for the undertaking. At the time the 
Washingtom commission of architects, of 
which Mr. Burnham was president, made its 


be permitted to return by way of the Phil!p- 
pines in order to study the problem of 
rehabilitating Manila. The suggestion was 


mot acted. on, but Gov. Taft kept his scheme 


in mind and when he returned to become sec- 
retary of war he seized the first opportunity 


| to consult Mr. Burniiam. The result of the 
conferences was the appointment of the Chi- 


cago man to the staf of government archi- 
tects and engineers connected with the work 
of the war department. 


Congress Will Act on His Report. 

Mr. Burnham's report on the problenis with 
which he finds himself confronted in the re- 
construction of Manila and his plans will be 
submitted to the Philippine commission and 
then forwarded to the wardepartment. The 
estimates of the cost of the entire project 
then will be made and submitted*to congress 
in a bill providing for the expenditure of the 
necessary money. 

Mr. Burnham Sald last night that he would 
not venture to discuss the extent of the re- 
construction of the capital until he has made 
a thorough study of the city on the ground. 
He never has been in the far east and his« 
knowledge of the Philippine capital he has 
obtained only from books and conversations 
with Secretary Taft. Other government ex- 
perts already have submitted plans for the 
reform of the sanitation, street car, and 
lighting systems of the capital, and it will be 
the province of Mr. Burnham to design the 
most effective grouping of public buildings 
and the. laying out of parks and boulevards. 


Must Plam Entire New City. 

The problem before the Chicago architect 
is to plan a new city which will conflict as 
little as possible with the present arrange- 
ment. The eleménts of this puzzle consist 
of the old or “ walled” city, in which are 
situated the cathedral and the patace, and 
the outer or modern city, which is divided 
between the Europeans, Chinese, and Fili- 
pinos. Through the city runs the Pasig river, 
filled with shipping and arched with numer- 
ous bridges. Beyond is the Luneta, the 
fashionable driveway and park, which con- 
stitutes the only attempt at landscape archi- 
tecture in the city. These elements Mr. 
Burnham will seek to preserve so far as 
possible. 

The central idea of the whole plan will be 
found in a series of administration buildings 
for the department, which now are scattered 
all over the city in temporary and often 
miserable quarters. There will te a resi- 
dence for the governor, a public library, 
musgetm, public baths, and a large park

Interested in “Summer Capital.” 

Mr. Burnham said his greatest interest is 
wrapped up in the possibilities of the plans 
for the summer capital. This Philippine

Many Others Slightly Hurt. | 

A number of others received slight injuries, 
but went home unassisted, ‘The train was 
making forty miles an hour, and railway 
men said it was remarkable that more of 
the 135 passengers were not badly hurt.

The engine was crossing the iron viaduct 
which spans Root street, when it Jumped the 
track, plunging forward over the ties, till 
it was overturned. As the train.ljeft the 
track a rail was torn from the ties. It 
curved up and pietced the engine cab apd 
the front end of the baggage coach. Fully 
thirty feet of rail was torn loose, and the 
iron bar pinned the baggage coach to the 


chisels before the wreckage of the baggage 
car could be cleared away. 


Pire Adds to the Terror. 

Before the shattered coaches had come tca 
stop a gas tank under the Pullman car at the 
end of the train was broken and the escaping 
gas ignited. In a moment the car was blaz- 
ing and its occupants hastily clambered out. 

The passengers in the forward coaches were 
panic stricken and fought to escape. ; 

Conductor H. Whipple was in the second 
coach, and, assisted by the train crew and 
yardmen who hurried to the scene; he soon 
restored order. The injured were lifted from 
the wreck and doctors summoned'by tele- 
phone. A fire alarm brought the department 
to the scene, and the en, after extin- 
guishing the blaze, aided Ih caring for the

$50,000 with which to purchase Le Monde

Carnegie Secured Pledges. 

“Mr. Carriegie asked Mr, Tarte if he was 
prepared to pledge the Mberal party to ad- 
vocate the independence of Canada as a 
prelude to continental union. 

“He replied that if we furnished them 
with money for the elections they would do 
so if they were successful in the elections. 
Mr. Morrison agreed with Mr. Tarte. 

*’Mr. Carnegie then asked Honoré Mer- 
cler if he would contest the province of 
Quebec in favor of the independence of Can- 
ada as a prelude to continental union. He 
replied, Yes.” 

“Mr. Carnegie asked Mr. Tarte how much 
it would require to secure continental union. 
Mr. Tarte replied $1,000,000. Mr. Carnegie 
replied that if he was sure that amount 
would do it he would give it himsetf. 


Unlimited Money Promised. 

“On the following day I waa instructed by 
Mr. Carnegie to draft a letter to Honoré 
Mercier informing him that he could have 
any amount necessary to carry the province 
of Quebec. I drafted as strong a letter as 
the English language would permit, ad- 
dressed to Honoré Mercier, and Mr. Carnegie 
signed it without tie slightest hesitation, 
and then told me to have Mr. Dana sign it 
and then sign it myself. 

“ Before Mr. Dana signed # he eald: ‘ Mr. 
Glen, this is a blank check perhaps for mil- 
lions, but if Mr. Carnegie can afford to sign 
it I can,’ and did so, and then I signed it and 
mailed it to Mr. Mercier. 

“ All of the parties except Mr. Dana and 
Mr. Mercier are still alive.”’ 


Editor Challenged to Print Letter. 

The letter was sent to the editor of the 
Journal ander peculiar cireumstances. Mr. 
Glen recently sent out invitations to prom- 
inent Canadians to join his new continental 
reciprocity league. One was received by the 
editor of the Evening Journal, who made the 
fact public and editorially added: 

“ Reciprocity? What's that? They used 
to talk about it in thedarkages. Glen ought 
to change his name to Rip Van Winkie,”’ 

Mr. Glen thereupon wrote the letter already 


his honesty and independence by publish- 
ing it.

One bullet 
struck Jones and the other hit Denaré, who 
almost immediately became unconscious. 

The crowd was dazed, and Linden and his 
companions fied, the latter running north and 
Linden south. Before the mob started In pur- 
suit the fugitives were a block away. Then 


The negro ran into an alley just south of 
Thirty-ninth street, followed it to Dearborn 
street, and there encountered Nolan. Strik- 

ing him with the butt of his revolver, he felled 
the pedestrian and dashed north in Dearborn 
street. Into another alley he fled, and there 
all trace of him was lost. Scores searched 
the vicinity until after midnight. 


Threaten to Attack Prisoners. 

Meanwhile Canaday and Croft had been 
captured. After running a few blocks north 
fr State street, with a crowd in pursuit, they 
saw two policemen, and almost ran into 
their arms, demanding protection. The mob 
surrounded the police and their prisoners, and 
threats of violence were so humerous that 
all the police possible were called out. The 
men were taken to the stockyards station. 

William Hunt, 17 years old, 4063 Fifth ave- 
nue, distinguished himself when Myers was 
shot. At almost the moment the man fell 
he cried to a companion to call an ambulance, 
and knelt beside the wounded man. Lifting 
Myers’ head, he held it until another boy 
brought water from a seioon on the corner, 
and then he placed his handkerchief on the 
man’s brow, endeavoring to restore con- 
sciousness.

Wounded Man Describes Affray. 

Jones, one of the wounded, fn telling of the 
story, said: 

“I had been out walking and was talk- 
ing with a friend, whom I had just met, 
We were standing over seventy-five feet 
from the corner. Suddenly I heard two shots, 
and, looking up, I saw people running toward 
@ group of negroes at the corner. Oneof the 
fellows had a revolver in his hand, which he 
pointed threateningly at those who ran 
toward him. There were two more shots 
fired, and one of the bullets struck me in the 
shoulder. Then the colored man who fired 
the shots ran.

Denard, who was shot in the back, is a 
metal worker.

It is said that he was on 
his way to a stere to purchase a loaf of bread 
and had run to the scene, attracted by the 
first two shots, when he was shot down.

While military circles here realize the 
strategic weakness of Mukden, there are 
political and sentimental reasons why Gen, 
Kouropatkin may desire to hold as long as 
possible the ancient home of the Manchu 
dynasty. They believe, in spite of official 
intimations and press reports from Mukden 
to the contrary, that there will not be 4 rep- 
etition ef the battle of Liaoyang at Mukden, 


Port Arthur Center of Interest. 

As far as the public is concerned, interest 
seems again to be gravitating toward Port 
Arthur, where the gailant fight of Lieut. 
Gen. Stoessel’s garrison is being watched 
with intense interest. 

The report that the garrison has been forced

Both 
armies are satisfied to suspend hostilities 
for atime. They are apparently exhausted 
after the battle of Liaoyang. 


RUSSIAN OUTPOSTS ACTIVE. 

_ TOKIO, Sept. 17, 3 p. m.—Field Marshal 
Oyama reports that Russian cavalry outposts 
With bases at Panchiagao,; Hanlinpaoc, and 
Tsanchiatzu, are daily scouring southward in 
the vicinity of Wulitaitzu and Menfulutai, 
Qver a twelve mile front, and to Jintang, three 
miles from Tatangshanpaoc. 

The Russian cavalry are changing their 
clothing to gray and black, their winter uni- 
form. 

Forced Chinese Into Army. 

It is reported that the Russians compel the 
Chinese in Siberia to cut off their cues 
and enlist in the army. Disobedience is pun- 
ished with instant confiscation of property 
and death.

gari. river defending the bridge over the 
river.

The Russians are retiring upon Harbin.

Says Japs Are Near Mukden. 


‘The Chinese governor of Mukden has in- 
formed the government at Peking that the 
Japanese are within four miles of that city, 
and that many officials are leaving their 
posts. He added that the sacred tombs of 
the dynasty near Mukden were insufficient- ' 
ly guarded, and the influx of refugees from 
the surrounding country is creating a per- 
Plexing situation. 

The press here points out the importance 
of the Liacyang commissary department. 
It was the richest in Manchuria, and hence 
the Russians hoped the fortifications would 
prove impregnable. Field Marshal Oyama 
hastened his attack upon the place despite 
mumerous drawbacks in order to capture it | 
before the Rugsians could receive rein- 
forcements. 


Russia Pressed for Supplies. 

‘The Russian stores in seventeen large 
@epots were destroyed, and the supplies cap- 
mot be replaced except by the exciusive use 
of the railroad for that purpose for several 
months. At present the Russian food sup- 
plies are coming chiefly from Vladivostok,

Mukden of today is an imposing looking city.. The inner city is about a mile long on either side. The suburbs extend more or less for a mile in each direction. A curious point about the city is that ft has no water- 
gate or exit for water. The architect was severely punished for such a serious omission, as it was thought, but in after ages his wi-dom was proved and a temple erected to propitiate his offended spirit. The. soil being 
porous, everything sinks into it, and apparently the drinking water of the numerous wells is not contaminated, The population exceeds 250,000, all of whom speak only Chinese, and of whom four-fifths are pure Chinese. 
Gf these the greater part of the women follow the Manchu fashion and have natural feet and dress their hair as Manchus. There are at least 20,000 Mohammedans, the descendants of families who for repeated rebellion were 
transported from Ili and Kaskgaria 200 years since and compelled to settle here and in other cities. These retain many of their ancestral characteristics; they are soldiers, robbers, butchers, peddlers, cattle dealers, but rarely 


farmers or large merchants. They welcomed the Russians and proceeded to make money out of their dealings, The railway station is one and a quarter miles from Mukden city. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—A dispatch to the 
Mxchange Telegraph company states that 
‘the Japanese again approached Gen. Stoessel 
On the subject of the surrender of Port Ar- 
thur. Me refused to listen to the suggestion, 
and said if any more such propositions should 
be sent to him he would hang the envoys who 
brought them. He declared he and his men 
would resist to the death. 

A news agency dispatch from Tokio says a 
Russian transport carrying arms and ammu- 
Rition from Shanghai to Viadivostok is 
stranded on Iturn island. The prospects for 
floating it are small. Fifteen of the crew of 

Americans and Germans have been landed. 


Jap Siege Guns in Place. 

#CHEFOO, Sept. 17, 4p. m.—A Japanese who 
arrived here today reports that the Japanese 
siege works at Rihlungshan and Kikwanshan 
were completed on Sept. 15. Both Chinese 
and Japanese recent arrivals agree that the 
bombarding of Port Arthur became terrific 
at dawn of Sept. 15 and continued until the 
forenoon of Sept. 16. The Japanese fired from 
Shushiyen and Palungshan at Pigeon bay, 
where heavy guns from Japan have been 
placed in position lately. The shells fel: 
with great frequency in the Chinese new 
town. 

Yankiatung. which is a village at Pigeon 
bay and has been occupied by the Russians, 
has been evacuated by them secretly. The 
Japanese have not occupied the village. 

Five hundred cavalrymen who attempted 
to drive the Japanese from Palungshan have 
not returned and it is believed that the fort- 
Tress there has been captured.

BOROPE TALKS OF PEACE 


MOST STARTLING IDEA IS A RUS- 
SIAN-JAPANESE ALLIANCE. 


Plan of Arranging Friendly Compact 
Between Two Nations Debated with 
Gravity by Powers—Position of Ger- 
many in Affair Is Subject of Much 
Speculation—United States and Great 
Britain Will Have Voice in Ultimate 
Terms of Settlement.

LONDON, Sept. 17.+Profound but anony- 
mous announcements of pending great events 
in international politics come this week from 
several sources. To discuss the latest first 
~—namely: Russia’s reported desire to end 
the war by making Japan a friend and ally, 
it is only necessary to repeat what was said 
a fortnight ago: Russia's ingenious scheme 
comes too late. 

It is true there was a time previous to the 
Angio-Japanese alliance when Japan would 
willingly have made a friendly compact with 
Russia whereby their oriental interests and 
opportunities would have been equitably 
divided between the two countries. It isn’t 
improbable that Minister Kurino made over- 
tures to this effect, but they were spurned 
almost without consideration. Russia has 
learned her lesson since and it is certain her 
liberal and honest statesmen would welcome 
a Japanese alliance upon terms far more 
generous than Japan dreamed of asking in 
ante-bellum days. 


- Russia Has Nothing to Offer. 

But what inducements could Russia offer 
now that would tempt the mikado to break 
faith with Great Britain and offend the 
United States? A Russo-Japanese alliance, 
with Germany in the background, would 
soon drive opposing interests into an open 
or secret coalition and create a world crisis 
of appalling peril. No existing alliance, 
least of all the Franco-Russian, could stand 
the strain. It is hinted the plan would not 
include an immediate alliance between the 
two belligerents, but would seek an early 
peace on liberal terms with a distinct under- 
standing of a formal alliance to be made 
when Japan could free herself from her en- 
gagements to Great Britain. , — 

The whole scheme in fact seems to imply 
that Japan secured the existing compact 
with England as a makeshift to help bring 
Russia to her terms, intending all the time 
to join the enemies of Great Britain and 
America as soon as she succeeded in exerting 
a satisfactory bargain. 


Czar Personally for Peace. | 

_It is further intimated from &t. Petersburg 
that the foregoing plan is receiving the czar's 
serious consideration. The answer to this is 
that the grand ducal cabal which controls the 
czar and Russia must be destroyed before 
this or any other scheme for ending the war 
can prevail, and there is no sign as yet that 
their power is shaken. 

Widespread discussion is roused by the 
published letter of Prince Mestohersky, 
wherein he rebukes Russian writers who in- 
sist the war must be fought to a finish. 

Mestchersky is the only Russian editor with 
personal influence and access to court. Mest- 
chersky now writes: . 

* Peace was the holy ideal of the emperor's 
father, who saw the horrors of the Turkish 
war before he came to the throne and kept 
peace inviolate throughout his reign. His 
son showed his own ideal when he sought to 
originate the movement for the peace of the 


> 


war, if we would be finally victorious we must 
place on the scene a fleet thrice as powerful 
as the Japanese and maintain an army in 
Manchuria of 800,000, and permanently 
weaken.all our European frontiers. The 
sooner we finish the war with Japan the 
sooner we finish serving the interests of Eng- 
land. If we arrange a satisfactory settle- 
ment with Japan we can face tranquilly a 
future between two strong allies, Japan in 
the east and Germany in the west, and post- 
pone for a long time the Chinese military 
renaissance.”’ 


Germany Seeking Alliance. 


Germany's efforts to seek closer relation- 
ship with Russia arouse interise interest in 
Europe and there is strong reason to believe 
there is truth in the reported understanding 
whereby she is giving Russia every possible 
practical assistance despite the emphatic and 
almost angry denial published today. There 
is not the slightest doubt an arrangement 
existed whereby the Port Arthur fleet sought 
to escape to Kiaochow, where it could have 
remained in -safe refdge to the end of the 
war. 

It Is evident, Indeed, after the Lena incident, 
that this will be Russia's policy whenever 
possible in case a warship is in danger of 
capture or destruction. What reward the 
kaiser can manage to gain for the immense 
services which he is rendering the czar is by 
no means clear. Everything {indicates that 
he hopes to secure a division of far eastern 
interests and a virtual alliance. As announced 
in the Times, that he should manage to be- 
come a third partner with Russia and Japan 
is even more improbable than that the 
present belligerents should suddenly turn 
friends. Japan, with the increasing possi- 
bility of winning the position of predominant 
power in the far east, is hardly likely to 
divide her prestige with such an interloper 
as Germany would be under these circum- 
stances, 


British Crisic Is Averted. 


There was a moment this week when the 
relations of Great Britain and Russia as- 
sumed the aspect of a grave crisis. The 
condemnation of food on the steamer Cal- 
chas as contraband raised the issue, where- 
upon Great Britain had declared she never 
would recede. A storm of indignation arose 
througnout ‘the country and it is no secret 
that the British government would immedi- 
ately have taken extreme action had this de- 
cision not been promptly repudiated, 

Russia's complete abandonment of her 
position regarding food as contraband has 
averted a war and considerably modified the 
popular resentment against her in this coun- 
try. 


Finances of the Two Powers. 


The following estimate of the financia! po- 
sition of the belligerents, though 
based on guesswork in regards to details, is 
generally accepted as correct in the broad 
features. Japan, it is believed, is spending 
$15,000,000 monthly in military operations. 
As her national debt is small, her other ex- 
penditures are far below the receipts, and 
trade is increasing even during the war. Her 
position is excellent, though she had to pay 
high for the first loan. The recent suc- 
cesses probably will enable her to borrow 
further and more cheaply. 

Russia's war expenditure is estimated at 
$45,000,000, and her finances are far from 
sound at present, in spite of the vastness of 
her latent wealth. Hitherto Russia has been 
living on the French loan raised in May, but 
a ukase has just authorized new rente bonds 
for $75,000,000, and it is believed Russia hopes 
for a large loan shortly from Germany. The 
policy is to get all the possible foreign loans 
before resorting to a note issue or fresh taxa- 
tion. The latter probably is worth little, as 
the taxable margin of Russian economies is 
small and she naturally is loath to do any-

KILLED IN ITALIAN RIOT, 


ONE CITIZEN OF MILAN MURDERED 
DURING DISTURBANCE. 


Situation in Kingdom Is Growing More 
Serious as Strike Spreads to All Oc- 
cupations—Even Street Sweepers 
and Lamplighters Have Stopped 
Work—Military Called Out to Sup- 
press Trouble—Belief Prevails That 
Ministry Will Be Overthrown.

MILAN, Sept. 17.—Dr. Gadola was assassi- 

nated last night as he was leaving a café, out- 
side of which strikers were rioting and de- 
manding that the establishment be closed. 
Dr. Gadola is the first victim here of this 
strike, which is terrorizing the city. Even 
the municipal street sweepers have joined the 
strikers, and the thoroughfares are in a 
filthy condition. 

The troops of the garrison of Milan were 
insufficient to maintain order, and four regi- 
ments arrived. Many streets were in dark- 
ness last night, the lamplighters also having 
gone on a strike. The railway employés met 
this evening at the labor exchange, and de-, 
cided to join the strikers, and the employés 
of the electric power company already are 
out. A meeting of the deputies of northern 
Italy will take place in this city tomorrow, 
when it is expected they will pledge them- 
selves to bring about the downfall of the min- 
istry. 

Strike Spreads Over All Italy. 

ROME, Sept. 17.—The socialist agitation 
is on the increase, especially in the northern 
part of Italy. ‘In some places it is assuming 
the character of a rebellion. 

Another fight took place at Genoa between 
the strikers and police. The whole night 
was passed in darkness there, owing to the 
strike. 

The real cause of the whole agitation is an 
attempt of the extreme party to overthrow 
the cabinet, since, in spite of the fact that 
it is a liberal ministry, it energetically keeps 
the extremists down. 

At Naples it has been decided to strike on 
Monday. In other towns troops are kept 
in readiness and the police everywhere have 
been reinforced.

CZAR MEANS TO BE SUPREME: 


Assertion Made in Paris That He Re- 
sents Power of M. Witte and He 
Did That of Von Plehve. 


PARIS, Sept. 17.—One of the highest diplo- 
matic officers here has received an interest- 
ing report concerning the court intrigue going 
on at St. Petersburg. The report says the 
emperor has definitely declared his opposi- 
tion to havihg any strong man, like M. Witte, 
exercise authority to the practical exclusion 
of himself. This, it is added, is the chief 
cause of M. Witte’s continued retirement and 
of the emperor's resentment against the late 
interior minister, Von Plehve's, autocratic 
power. 

The emperor, therefore, has let it be fully 
understood that there will not be anothér 
strong man, other than himself. The report 
expresses doubt concerning the wisdom of 
the emperor's action, owing to his inability 
to play a strong role in statesmanship.

Delegates Declare Social Conditions in 
American Coedueational inatite-: 
tions Are Bad—Appoint Committee 
te Enlist Faculty Co-operation in 
Improvement — League of Young 
Women Is to Be Formed—Kappa 
Kappes Gamma Leads in Movement. 


Asserting that grave dangers surrouné the 
young women in American coeducational! col- 
leges, representatives of nine national Greek 
letter sororities started a movement yester- 
day in Chicago for the betterment of the 
conditions surrounding girl students. 
The action was taken at a delegate conven- 
, tion of the sororities in session at the Vic- 
toria hotel. 
Resolutions were adopted asking for the co- 
operation of the faculties of every coeduca- 
tional college and university in the United 
States and placing upon the grand presidents 


tion of the reform movement. 


Leaders of the Movement. , 
Mrs. E. Jean Nelson Penfield of New York, 
wife of Judge William Warner Penfield, ac 
representative of the Kappa Kappa Gamma 
sorority, is at the head of the movement.

It lasted for three hours, being held 
in secret in Mrs. Penfield’s apartments at 
the hotel. 


Propose to Form League. 

To guard young college women from im- 
proper influences, the sororities plan to es- 
tablish in every institution a league to em- 
brace in its membership all the young women 
students of the colleges and universities. 
The purpose was set forth in the following 
resolutions: 

Whereas, It has come to the attention of this 
conference that in many of the state universities 
there are no social regulations and the social 
standards are in need of improvement; be it 

Resolved, That this conference recommend the 
establishment of women's leagues im every co- 
educational college where women’s national Greek 
letter sororities are located, membership in which 
shall include all women students, and the object 
of which shall be to codperate with the faculties 
in improving present social conditions, and also 
to provide for such codperation along other lines 
of social service recognized to be within the prov- 
ince of such an organization, the extent of specific 
direction of which shall be determined by local 
conditions. 

Mrs. Penfield was appointed chairman of a 
committee, with Misses Thompson and Tell- 
ing as the other members, to put the reso- 
lutions in effect. The committee is directed 
to secure the codperation of the men’s fra- 
ternities to the end desired. 


x Bureau to Collect Rules. 

The committee was also instructed to in- 
vestigate the desirability of asking that 
deans of women be appointed to the faculties 
of all coeducational colleges.. A * bureau of 
comparative legislation ’’ will be established 
to collect and compile rules in force at vari- 
ous colleges, with reports from college presi- 
dents on their effectiveness in preventing im- 
proper conduct. 

Initiative in the new movement was taken | 
by the Kappa Kappa Gamma society at its 
} meeting in Columbia, Mo., two weeks ago, 
where the society adopted a report from Mrs. 
Penfield and directed her to act at yesterday’s 
conference. The society she represents also 
voted to reject the term “ sorority ’’ and will 
demand recognition in future as a “ frater-. 
nity,” although it has no men members. 


Social Conditions Bad. 

* The social conditions,"’ said Mrs. Penfield, 
“upon which the enemies of coeducation 
have trained their guns, are not the result 
of the best development of the coeduca- 
tional system, but a spurious growth. As 
fraternity women we should share in the 
vindication of the wisdom of coeducation.”’

Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—[{Special.)— 
Professional grave robbers are reported to 
have a plot to rob the tomb of L. Z. Leiter 
in Rock Creek cemetery here. The scheme 
was discovered through correspondence from 
the west received by Supt. Howell of the 
local cemetery. 

The plan, which implicates several persons, 
was to remove the body of Mr. Leiter from 
the cemetery and hold it for a ransom from 
the Leiter estate. 


Ghouls from Chicago? 

The details of the sclieme were communi- 
cated to Supt. Howell, along with the in- 
formation that the alleged ghouls had left 
Chicago, and cautioning an extra guard in 
the vicinity of the Leiter burying ground. 

When the dispatch reached him Supt. 
Howell merely smiled. The reason was ap- 
parent later, when he explained that the re- 
mains of Mr. Lelter are inclosed in a me- 
tallic coffin, with four feet of solid cement 
beneath it and on all sides of ft. On the top 
of the coffin there is a iayer of cement eight 
feet thick, interwoven with railroad iron. 
All of this is surrounded by a fourteen foot 
plat.

President Reynolds Is Aroused. 

“IT do not see as we can do anything now,” 
said President Reynolds.

Hosea with Geographers and 
Tells of Plan for Dash to 
the North Pole. 


LACKS FAITH IN AIRSHIPS 


Declares He Will Be Better Fitted 
for His Next Trip than Ever 
| Before. 


Commander Robert B. Peary yesterday 
leaned back in his chair and with half closed 


eyes gazed out on Lake Michigan as though 
‘the sight of the inland lake brought to his 


mind the dangers, privations, and hardships 
which he plans to again undergo next sum- 


‘mer trying to reach the north pole. 


The commander spent the day in Chicago 


with the other delegates of the eighth inter- 


national geographical congress, which is 
holding a traveling session. One meeting 
was in Kent theater at the University of 
Chicago in the morning, and today the vis- 
itors leave for St. Louisa. 

“This much I know,” continued the ex- 
plorer, .“ I shall be better equipped this time 
than ever before, and better than any one 
ever has been, to reach the pole. Past ex- 


perience has taught me a lesson by which I |. 


shall profit, and my acquaintance with the 
Eskimos north of Cape Sabine and around 
Whale sound will aid me much. 


Cause Is Worth Risking Life. 

“TI am not overconfident. I have passed 
the time when I would say that I will win 
the north pole or die in the attempt, but if 
I do die while trying to reach it, I will be con- 
tent, for the cause is worth the cost. If I do 
not achieve success some one eventually will, 
for it ig a matter of luck and well directed 


perseverance. 

“TI have not considered the asa 
means of transportation to the pole, be- 
cause they have;not reached a state of per- 
fection which would warrant giving them a 
trial. The arctic region is the worst place in 
the world to experiment with such a con- 
trivance. It must be perfect before the 
start is made."’ 


Predicts Doom of Chicago. 

Prof. Grove K. Gilbert of the United States 
Geological survey, another delegate to thé 
congress, deciared himself possessed of the 
belief that eventually Chicago will be sub- 
merged by Lake Michigan, and boats will be 
piying over the spot where the city now 
stands. 

There is no immediate danger, however, be- 
cause, according to the calculations of Prof. 


Gilbert, this calamity will not until

CITY RAILWAY'S BASIS. 


Overcapitalization Feared as Step 
to Acquisition of South 
Side Lines. 


‘No matter. what kind of a corporation may 
be the outcome of the negotiations for the 
merger of the Chicago City railway and 
the Union Traction companies, the city will 
offer it a franchise only on the terms em- 
bodied in the. tentative ordinance of the 
houth side company. 

This was the statement yesterday of a 
répresentative of the city who has been close- 
: ly in touch with every step of the confer- 
ences from which the tentative ordinance 
was evojved. 

While’ none of the officials interested in 
Union Traction affairs would discuss the 
Matter of the prospective company’s rela- 
tions with the city, they allowed the state- 
ment to go forth that the new organizaion 
would expect to treat with the city on a 
new basis, considering the superior advan- 
tages which a unification of street car service 
would offer. 

There were other indications, however, that 
the New York interests of the Union Traction 
company are prepared to accept the Chicago 
city ordinance as a basis of terms. , 

Grant for All of City Possible. 


“TI gee no reason why the city should not 
make a grant covering the entire city, similar 
in all important particulars to the pending 
ordinance for’ the Chicago City railway,” 

- gaid the representative of the city referred 
to above. “If the interests controlling the 
Union Traction company also acquire control 
of the Chicago City railway they no doubt 

y» Will bring about a thorough reorganization, 
with a single company in control of all the- 
This should enable the city to secure a 

really unified service, abolishing the nuisance 

of the downtown terminal, which would be 
impossible without the single management. 

“ Of course, the city can deal only with a 
résponsibie company in absolute control of 
operation and construction. The company 
resulting from the reorganization probably 
will make a single issue of bonds to take up 
all the outstanding indebtedness and provide 
means for the reconstruction of the roads.” 


Mist Waive “09 Year” Claims. 

The same official declared the city will in- 
sist on a surrender of all the “ ninety-nine 
year” claims in exchange for the ordinance. 

*he Union Traction attorneys have delayed 
the entering of the decrees in the Grosscup 
decision so that it now is too late to place the 
Case before the Supreme court, should they 
desire to take an appeal. 

As indicating the fact that the Union Trac- 
tion people have no hope of obtaining terms 
better than those in the tentative ordinance, 
there also was cited the report that a New 
York banker interested in the merger tele- 

ned to his colleagues in Chicago and asked 
them what the city could be expected to offer 
the new company. 

"Get a copy of the Chicago City railway 
Ordinance and you will find the terms,” is 
gaid to have been the reply received from the 
Union Traction representatives. 

“J can’t see how a new company controll- 
ing all the lines shuuld be expected to accept: 

the tentative ordinance of the south side 
company,’ said one ofthem. ‘‘ The situation 
will be entirely changed and will demand a 
fresh start in negotiations. It is idle to dis- 
cugs the matter, however, until something 
more definite comes of the merger pian.”’

President Donnelly Denies Re- 
port That Men Will Pro- 


long the Strike 


ARE TIRED OF VAIN FIGHT 


Leaders Declare Fifty Per Cent of 
the Strikers Have Been Re- 
employed. 


“ The strike, settled more than a week ago, 

will not be renewed by the sheep butchers, 
cattle butchers, or by any other members of 
the butcher workmen's organigzation.”’ 
’ President Donnelly of the union yesterday 
made this statement in regard to the reports 
that some of the skilled men were so dissatis- 
fied with the terms of the settlement that they 
had determined to prolong the struggle. 

“T want tosay,"’ Donnelly continued,” that 
this fs the stand of the rank and file and of 
the executive board. The men have no idea 
of going out again, and the officers would not 
sanction such a course. Talk of new out- 
breaks tends only to arouse bad feeling and 
irritation. The men are through with strik- 
ing and they do not want to hear any more 
on the subject. 


Resume Work at Several Plants. 

“ The sheep butchers have gorre back at the 
Armour, Hammond, and Schwarzschild & 
Sulaberger plants. At Swift's and Morris’ 
few of them have returned, but the others will 
return as soon asthey are given employment. 
Meanwhile the local union has funds sufft- 
cient to support its idle members. At the 
last meeting of the cattle butchers full re- 
ports were heard of the conditions in all 
plants, and the men, while not fully satisfied, 
voted emphatically to abide by the terms of 
the settlement. The members have met with 
better success in their efforts to regain their 
former positions than the sheep butchers. 

“In three of the western cities—Omaha, 
Kansas City, and Sioux City—I am told thet 
the foremen have begun a quiet campaign to 
disrupt the union. The men have been urged 
to throw away their buttons and abandon 
the organization. This is contrary to the un- 
derstanding on which the strike was called 
off, and will be looked into. Nothing of the 
kind has occurred in Chicago, 


Heilf the Strikers Reinstated. 


“J estimate that 50 per cent of the strikers 
have been reinstated in Chicago, and I be- 
lieve that 75 per cent will be working in a 
few weeks. In some plants a considerable 
portion of the strike breaking crews has been 
retained, to the detriment of the working 
efficiency.

Canada Sees Little ‘Hope of 


Realizing Closer Relations 
| with England. 


TALKS TREATY WITH “IF.” 


Speculation as to Duchess’ Title 
if Marlborough Becomes Gov- 
ernor General. 


Ottawa, Canada, Sept. 15.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—Goldwin Smith's disclosure that 
Gladstone had suggested to him that under 
certain conditions Canada might be absorbed 
in time in the United States, which H. W. 
Lucy, in the London Express, considers so 
amazing and “ almost incredible,”’ aston- 
ishes no one here. 

A gréat many people in Canada were of 
the same opinion as Gladstone at the time 
that the deal would have been a good thing 
for the British provinces in North America. 
Jt might not have answered the purposes of 
the Roman Catholic bishops 4nd the profes- 
gional politicians of the province of Quebec 
quite so well, but even their scruples proba- 
bly were not insurmountable. If the author- 
ities at Washington cared to let the south go 
and to look for compensation rorth of the 
frontier the movement would have found 
ective support in unexpected and most in- 
‘Mluential quarters. 


Imperial Unity Seems Distant. 


Even with all the patriotism, all the im- 
perialism of the day, all the sentimental de- 


gire for closer union between Canada and , 


the mother country, there is considerable 
Goubt whether the dream of imperial unity 
- Will ever be realized. Mr. Fielding, minister 
of finance, in his budget speech, whilst cau- 
tiously declaring for the principle of a pref- 
erential tariff system within the British em- 
pire, was careful not to express any expec- 
tation of its realization. He was equally care- 
ful to tell the people that whilst the gov- 
ernment was “in hearty accord” with the 
general principle’’ of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
preferential scheme, so far as it would be 
found to agree with Canada’s policy, it could 
commit itself no further.

LITTLE PAUL NOW , 
READY FOR SCHOOL 


Expert on Delicate Childten De 
clares Time Has Arrived for 


His Education. 


N the judgment of Miss Mary f: Camp- 
bell, déan of the Chicago Hoepital School 
for Nefvous and Delicate Children, litt 
Paul Kolbecker. ward of the friends of 
Tue TRIBUNE, is an unusually precociou 

and intelligent child. Miss Campbell visited 
Paul several years ago, secing him for only 
a few minutes and under adverse circum- 
stances. Eome time ago her attention was 
called to the little fellow through a patient in 
her own school. This emall patient had been 
in the hospital school because of backward- 
ness, and after a course there was prepared 
to enter school and work among normal chil- 
dren. He had an allowance of $5 a moni 
from his parents, and he decidéd that $1 o 
this should go toward an educational fund for 
littie Paul. It was in the interests of this 
donation that Miss Campbell one day lust 
week visited little Paul at 3011 Cottage Grove 
avenue. 

Yesterday I called upon THs 
experimental’ baby. and spent nearly two 
hours studying his mind and cxamining his 
speech,’ wrote Miss Campbell. “I feel con- 


.| vinced that the child is going to have perfect 


speech, eventually, but he will need consid- 
erable technical work to bring about a satia- 
factory condition of the speeéh functions, , 


Mind Perfectly Normal. | 

“The most gratifying result of my ¢xamina- 
tion was proving to myself (What Was merely 
a suspicion before) that the child’s mind is 
perfectly normal. The child's subno 

mental condition is simply a question of 
degree of subnormality, not a. question of 
quality of subnormality. His apperceptive 
powers are possibly 50 per cent greater than 
his powers of expression and execution. 
Hence what seems to be a backward and 
subnormal condition is really unexpressed 
activities, this nonexpression being directly 


‘| due to imperfect motor codrdinations, which 


show in the imperfect codrdination of leg, 
arm, fingers, and speech organs. 

“The child has unusually fine perceptive 
powers. He has a most marked musical ap- 
preciation—in fact, I venture to say that 
there is musical talent in him, and of he 
small degree. 

“The promising condition of the child's 
mind has caused me to interest myself in 


‘| making immediate provision for his edu- 


cation. I have been successful to this extent: 
The lessons are provided for upon condition 
that Paul be taken to and from the piace 
of instruction, and can have an attendant 
to look after him while he is at the studio.

There has been a little over, which has gone 
to a fund tin bank at 3 per cent interest, but 
it has never been enough to go amy distance 
toward special education. As Miss Campbell 
suggests, the necessity for an attendant tak- 
ing the boy to and from his lessons would 
be scarcely less than $5 to $10 a week—a 
sum that just now would be impossible to the 
Little Paul fund, even with the little ex- 
patient of her school contributing his $1 a 
month. 

It has been one of the misfortunes of mis- 
fortunes of this little fellow that so few of 
the community gooda in life have been availa- 
ble for him. Therd is not a hospital or a 
school that can make place for him where 
he might 
There is a public school for the benefit of 
crippled children, but it is out of his reach; 
it would require a special nurse to take him 
there, just agit would require the special care 
of a person to take him to the studies offered 
free by Miss Campbell. 


Chance for Charitable Workers. 


One suggestion is left open by Miss Camp- 
bell’s offer. It is that perhaps as0me organ- 
ized small body of the charitable on the south 
side might take turns in acting as escort 
for the boy to and from his studies. Some- 
body might take up the idea, There are 
flower missions and kindred efforts that re- 
quire as much energy in the main as this 
special mission would do. To feed one hun- 
gry little soul the breadof knowledge should 
be as great or greater than catering to the 
momentary pleasures of the helpless ones im 
hospital beds. 

One little club on the north side has drawn 
upon its “sunshine fund ”’ for $1, which Little 
Paul has received through THs TRISUNE, 
Little Anna Meéker of 370 Orchard street 
secretary and treasurer of the Graceciuba 
inclosed the money order for $1,“ hoping that 
it will help to bring sunghine to the little 
sufferer."’ 

The first donation from the ex-patient of 
Miss Campbell's school has not yet been re- 
ceived.

If this treaty is for a considerable term of 
years it gives the English all the advantages 
in Tibet of a protectorate. It abolishes the 
shadowy claim of Chinese suzerainty most 
} effectually. While it does not meddle in the 
interual affairs of the country, nor provide 
for a government administered by Dnglish- 
men, it keeps other countries from doing so, 
and insures the absolute neutrality of Tibet- 
an territory. The English have kept their 
promise about not leaving troops in Lhassa, 
but have reserved the rigpt to maintain them 
in the vicinity of the frontier, which is not 
a great distance from the Holy City. 

There is not likely to be much protest over 
the denial of the right of any other country 
to build railroads or telegraphs in Tibet 
without England's consent, unless the prin- 
ciple itself is assailed. Tibet is not an at- 
tractive country for railroads as yet, and 
any mines would have to be extremely 
precious in rare gems to tempt exploitation. 
The indemnity is not large, but probably is 
large enough in Tibet to command respect 
for the péwer which is able to enforce its 
payment. 

Having gone to the expense of an expedi- 
tion, and obliged to sacrifice freely of the 
lives of the Tibetans in the early stages of 
the march upon the country, the treaty 
seems to be sufficiently severe to command 
respect for the hated foreigner and to open 
the forbidden country to the gradual inva- 
sion of more liberal ideas. That is the only 
interest which the world at large has in the 
British expedition into Tibet.

The English have apparently accom- 
plished what they sought when they invaded 
Tibet. In the treaty just signed at Lhassa 
the Tibetans agree to establish three marts 
for trade between English and Tibetan mer- 
ebants and to permit traffic along routes now 
existing and those which may be opened in 
the future between. India and Tibet. As 
an indemnity for losses to English trade 
and for the expense of the expedition Tibet 
niust pay $2,550,000, in three yearly install- 
ments... To secure the observance of the 
treaty English troops will occupy the Chum- 
bi valley for three years, or as much longer 
as the indemnity may remain unpaid.

posts hides perfectly the soldier movements 
behind from the Russians, while the Japa- 
nese censorship will perntit no news to leak 
out from their side. It is natural for the 
war correspondents to be annoyed at being 
so mudgzied, but the event has proved that 
the Japanese staff was wise in its precau- 
tion. Japan feels that it is fighting for its 
existence and not for glory. If America 
ever gets into a war it is sincerely to be 
hoped that our generals will have enough 
moral gourage to prevent newspaper corre- 
spondents from betraying strategical plans 
‘jn the name of Enterprise. 

At Port Arthur, Time is fighting against 
the Russians. Every day eats up more of 
their meager stock of food and fires off 
many rounds of their insufficient supply of 
ammunition. Smokeless powder has given 
out, or, at least, there remains only a smal! 
stock of it, which is being hoarded against 
general assaults. 

At last accounts the Japs seemed to be 
planning to attack Rihlung and Kikwang 
hills. They are strengthening their posi- 
tions at Palichwang, less than a half mile 
from Rihlung, and are steadily extending 
their parallel trenches in the direction of 
the forts from thé north and northeast. 
These two forts are examples of defective 
engineering. Large shoulders of earth and 
rock ridge the northern slopes of the two 
hills. Immediately behind these. shoulders 
are “dead” spaces which cannot be 
reached by guns on the top. The Japs have 
crawled up by night to the “ dead ” spaces 
and in this shelter have dug trenches. The 
detachments occupying these positions 
earry with them food, water, and ammuni- 
tion sufficient for three days. Then they are 
rélieved by night and other detachments 
occupy the positions for the next three 
days. The Russians from above are 
pounding the shoulders with shells in the 
hope of breaking them down and laying 
bare to their fire the Jap positions behind. 
The plan of the Japanese is undoubtedly 
to reinforce enormously some night their 
troops in the “dead” spaces and then try 
the forts by rush. The game is hazardous 
enough. 

If the Japanese finally seize Rihlung and 
Kikwang all the eastern defenses wil! be 
under a cross fire from Kikwang, Rihlung, 
and Takushan and must fall. But it is 
doubtful if any of the main forts can be 
taken by assault, unless the powder gives 
out.

po WE DESIRE FUTURE LIFE? 

Everybody geni admits that the most 
important thing in this life is whether or 
not there is another one. Yet it is easier to 
found a hospital for dyspeptic cats than a 
society for the scientific study of the evi- 
dence for immortality. 

The American branch of the Society for 
Psychical Research sent out a circular not 
long ago containing questions like these: 

“ Do you desire a future life, whatever its 
conditions may, be?” 

“ Would you * prefer to live after death, or 


not? 

“Do you uow feel the question to be of 
urgent importance to your mental comfort?” 

The answers having come in, Mr. F.C. 8. 
Schiller, an Oxford fellow and editor of 
Mind, says: “ As far as the Psychical Re- 
search society is concerned, it has got its 
answer out of the returns. Asthings stand, 
its investigations do not appeal to more 
than one-fifth of the public, and as likely as 
not but a tenth, or a fiftieth, are really inter- 
ested in them or desirous that anything 
should be discovered.” 

To partisans of immortality this is de- 
pressing. The desire for immortality has 
always been assumed to be one ofits proofs. 
If the human mind, which is the only thing 
through which we can know anything, feels 
maimed when cut off from immortality 
there must be immortality. 

Besides this psychological argument there 
is the ethical one. If this life is the only 
one we shall have, why behave in any other 
way than so as to make it as successful and 
as pleasant as possible? Why not start in 
and grab? 

The Hebrews of the Old Testament cir- 
cumnavigated this difficulty by asserting, in 
Matthew Arnold’s phrase, that God was a 
“stream of tendency,” and that those who 
obeyed his moral laws for the regulation of 
this life would find themselves in harmony 
with his purposes and would be successful. 
Yet, anybody can see that innumerable 
wicked are successful and that innumerable 
righteous are forsaken, with their seed beg- 
ging their bread. 

The humanitarians of the last century, 
for example, George Eliot, took another 
tack. Equally with the Hebrews, they were 
dubious about immortality. But they as- 
serted that even without the prospect of im- 
mortality an observation of moral laws 
could be secured by getting everybody into 
the mood of doing the thing that was helpful 
to everybody else. A regatd for one’s fel- 
lows would lead to good living just as much 
as would a hope of future rewards. This 
philosophy has never quite recovered from 
Mr. W. H. Mallock’s summary of it, which 
was: “TI am so glad that you are so glad 
that Iam so glad.” What compulsion is 
there on me to be glad because you are glad 
if I seem to myself to be capable of acquir- 
ing greater gladness without you? 

Neither the Hebrews nor the humanitari- 
ans, therefore, can be said to have fixed the 
basis of morality to the satisfaction of the 
rest of the world. The rest of the world 
still, in large part, connects morality with 
immortality. This is so in spite of the an- 
swers received by the Psychical Research 
society. 

Answers to a circular mean little. Apathy 
about psychical research means little, Peo- 
ple don’t take their immortality as science. 
They take it as religion. And here in this 
behooted and bejeered, commercialized and 
materialized city of Chicago there is as 
strong a religious ferment as there is a social 
and economic one. Not only do the old re-

Prevention of Degeneracy and Insanity,

Miss Marlowe and the Classic Drama, 

(Asked for a statement of her ideas con- 
cerning the classic drama and her return to it 
at the I}tnois. theater tomorrow night, Miss 
Marlowe has contributed the following in- 
teresting article): 

The on heat drama formed that part of my 
earlier environment in the theat.r to which 
I had looked forward most eagerly, to which 
I have since looked back as a source of in- 
spiration and courage. I was giad to enter it 
then; I am no less glad to return to it now.. 

It seems to me that in no other form of the 
drama does there exist #0 permanent and 
definite an appéal to that faculty in the por- 
trayer of dramatic art which is only satisfied 
by what fs finest and best in What he has ta 
do. One’s sense of the most truly poetic and 
picturesque is constantly being. gratified. 
One, is seldom harassed by éatehpenny con- 
siderations, One is ngver annoyed by a con- 


@ntations of thé classic drama. 
Shakspeare is not only to tread the most 
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- setousness of fatuity in the end toward which 


one strives. This is not merely an individual 
opinion, but one which, I am sure, all actors 
in this form of the drama share. At all 
events, no capable actor has ever admitted, ip 
my experience, that he was tired of Shaks- 
peare; and it is Shakspeare of whom we think 
most frequently in considering modern pres- 
To enact

think the highest function of the theater is 
to help those who love it to rise above the 
trivial and commonplace in their outlook 
upon life. 

MWe have not had as much Shakspeare 
in the theater during the last few years as 
we should have had, nor as much, I hope, as 
we are to have in the coming decade. The 
fault in the past, in this regard, has not 
been that of the managers, but that of the 
public. The remedy in the future, if there 
is a remedy, must come from the public, too. 
So far as they can the managers give their 
audiences what the audiences seem to appre- 
ciate best. It fs significant that those among 
the managers who have philosophically fol- 
lowed every detewioration in the public taste, 
frankly declaring themselves merely pur- 
veyors, caterers, have been wonderfully suc- 
cessful in all important details. If it be 
true, as I dare to believe it is, that we are 
to have a reaction toward the best the the- 
ater can give us, the public can thank itself. 
The managers, with their fingers on the pub- 
lic pulse, will do as they have before, the 


best they can. 


1 am led to speak of this attitude on the 
part of the managers largely because I have 
so lively a sense of grateful remembrance 
for sympathy and help from them throughout 
my own career. And a special word is due to 
the manager, who is now directing my work 
in the theater. Mr. Charles Frohman has 
made it possible for me to return to the 
dramatic environment I care most for, under 
auspices that have never been equaled. If 
he has spared neither time nor money in the 
production of the plays in which Mr. Sothern 
and myself are to appear this season, we 
feel, naturally, that he has a great deal of 
faith in us. But, after all, is he not showing 
an even greater faith in the public? -For this 
faith, at least, I trust he may be amply justi- 
fied, JULIA MARLOWE.

‘tron girder swung and gyrated as 
the steel cables from the derrick above 
slowly drew it from the ground to the fif- 
teenth . story of the skeleton frame of a 
modern skyscraper. On one end of the 
er, with only room enough for his feet 
to rest Upon, and with his hands gripping 
cables, rode aman. The busy, hurrying 
crowd below stopped and stood still. Business 
men hastening to their offices, with the 
cares of a business upon their minds, halted 
as they saw the man in his perilous ride 
upward. Newsboys, policemen, everybody 
in the street paused and intently watched 
the girder and its rider go up, up. 
The iron whirled and twisted as the ropes 
salsed it. The man on one end waved his 
ges hand to a man in the street below. A 
whistie sounded once, shrilly. The cables 
stopped moving. The man above motioned 
again. Again the whistle sounded. The 
toom of the derrick swung slowly around, 
winging the girder nearer to the side of the 
waliding. A man standing on the edge of 
the iron superstructure reached out and 
booked a pole to the cables. Bracing him- 
wir on his uncertain foothold, he slowly 
grew the girder ‘to its place. The man who 
ing to the ropes deliberated, motioned to 
he man in the street until the girder was 
Securely placed. Then he cast loose the ca- 
Mies, picked up a hammer, and went to 
work. 
“* Whew!" said a man in the crowd below, 
wouldn't like to have their jobs.” 
Danger Attracts Adventurous. 
The man expressed the opinion of most 


‘men when they see a structural iron worker 
or bridge builder engaged at his perilous oc- 


eupation. There is nothing attractive to the 
gverage man in the pursuit of a vocation 
which takes a man into a position where his 
life is in constant jeopardy and in which he 
must, while in such a position, do the hard- 
est kind of work. But this kind of work is 
one of the most necessary kinds in the world 
today and there must be some one to do it, 
and to do it well, else the construttion of our 
gigantic fireproof buildings would be impos- 
And, as in most cases of an urgent 
demand, the supply is forthcoming. 

The life of the structural iron worker and 
bridge builder attracts the young man of 
adventurous spirit. Similar to the attrac- 
tion which railroad life has for a young 
man, the evident danger and the change of 
scene and work incident to the life of the 
bridge builder proves so strong that there is 
at times a surplus of those who wish to learn 
the trade. Besides it does not take three or 
four years’ service at the low wages of an 
apprentice to learn it. A young man, strong, 
active, and able bod‘ed, who has worked at 
the trade for a year, can, if the controlling 
powers are properly propitiated, secure a 
journeyman's working card. This is a de- 
cided argument in favor of any trade, but 
there aré a score of unfavorable arguments 
which might be used relative to this trade. 

Needs Nerve and Strength. 

If a young man wishes to enter its ranks 
he must be 21 years old. He must be par- 
ticularly strong, active, and alert. Thig is 
preéminently the trade of the able bodied 
man, and it is useless for any one who is 
not gifted with a strong body, sound, ac- 
tive limbs, a cool head, and nerves of steel 
te go to work at it. The constant demands 
upon the bridge builder or ironworker are 
for care and vigilance. The price of ex- 
istence with them is ‘watchfulness and 
“nerve ’’; the wages of carelessness or in- 
‘efficiency a horrible death or severe in- 
juries. So unless the young man is sure 
of his fitness, bodily and mentally, for the 
@zactions of the work he had better stay 
Sway from it altogether. As one bridge 
builder grimly put it: ‘‘ He won't work long 
St the trade if he don’t.”’ 

The securing of employment for the be- 
Simmer in the trade will be; granting that 
he is bodily fit, largely dependent upon his 
Sige. It is easier for the young man who 
approaches 6 feet in height to get work 
Sf this kind than for him who is a half foot 
shorter. He must apply to some contractor

* 
Hard Work from Start. 

If he is a large, strong young man he will 
probably be paid $2 a day to stayt with. All 
work in connection with iron building is es- 
sentially man's work, and the beginner will 
be required to start in and do hard work 
from the moment of his employment. He will 
first be set to work as “tool boy,”’ or some 
kindred work. Perhaps he will begin as rivet 
carrier or “ iron hugger." In time, before he 
has reached to the position of the journey- 
man, he will have had an experience in all 
these branches of the work and he will find 
that they are all hard. 

If he is successful in securing the HNttle 
plece of cardboard which certifies that he is 
a journeyman and entitled to the pay of 
the same he will begin to earn $4.50 a day. 
This is the pay in thiscity. In some localities 
it varies, running down to $4, but the first 
figure is a fair average of the journeyman’s 
pay. The day’s work in the city is eight 
hours. There is a variance in this also 
throughout the country, th some places a day 
calling for nine or nine and a half hours’ 
work, 

* 
Minor Accidents Costly. 

Considering the work that the tronworker 
does, the conditions that he laborsin, and the 
danger which is ever present in his work, 
he is emphatically not highly paid. His work 
is always out of doors, and has that advan- 
tage over a trade which keeps the workman 
confined all day in a shop. Ordinarily it 
should be a healthy trade—the work is not of 
a nature to be called harmful to the health— 
but the percentage of accidents among this 
class of worlers is so high there are few 
trades in which so few of the meh who fol- 
low it live to a ripe old age. 

And besides the serious actidents, the ones 
that maim and kill, there are always the 
small, apparently insignificant ones to be 
considered. It is an everyday occurrence 
wherever a large number of structural tron- 
workers are employed for some workman to 
have a finger crushed in the joining of the big 
fron girders. And the more serious accidents 
which are not fatal, such as the breaking of 
a leg or arm, or the crushing of a foot, areall 
in the day’s work, among the chances that 
the worker in this trade must carefully 
weigh as part of the earning of his daily 
wage. 


Travel Far and Wide. 

In order to secure regular employment at 
this trade the worker must b® ready to leave 
his home and go to the far ends of the coun- 

‘try. The bridge builders are the nomads of 
the skilled crafts. They wander all over the 
land wherever their work takes them, arid the 
question of a permanent home is an uncer- 
tain one with them. They must be prepared 
to live in camps far outside of the reaches of 
civilization and adapt themselves to circum- 
stances of all characters. The first people 
to follow the surveyors when a new railroad 
route is laid out in the mountainous parts of 
Country Gre the bridgemen, and they fol- 
low on top of the irom and steel that they 
rivet into place. 

It is this roaming nature of the life, the lack 
of monotonous employment in one place that 
attracts many young men tothetrade. That 
there is a certain fascination to the life ‘s 
proved by the fact that it is seldom that one 
of the craft who has been spared from seri- 
ous accident deserts the trade. , 

There is always opportunity for the really 
efficient structural fronworkers to work up 
to a position that will pay him higher wages 
than is the average of the trade. The men 
are divided into gangs of a score of men 
each under a foreman, and the foremen are 
always chosen from the ranks of the journey- 
men. A foreman is pgid from % to $10 a day, 
according to his ability. If the young man 
in the trade devotes his time to study and 
acquires a knowledge of the theoretical side 
of his work hemay become a superintendent, 
where his pay will be higher and his position 
more desirable. But it is seldom any of them 
do this. The men acquire a genuine liking 
for their. work. They prefer to stay at it 
even if the opportunity offered for something 
better in another line, and the greater part of 
them work at it as a trade fntil incapitated 
by accident or other cause.

Why the Three ‘“‘I’s”’ Are 
Requisite in Business. 
By John H. Raftery. 


| UPPOSE you were an , keen 

_ for success, devoted to your business, 

willing to be fair and to exact fairness, 

which would you prefer—an applicant 

who had mastered the three R's, read- 

ing, writing, and arithmetic; or one whose 

qualifications were integrity, industry, and 
intelligence? 

A fool may read well. Some of the cham- 
pion liars of all history wrote well. One of 
the best mathematicians of modern times is 
an ex-convict, a past master of forgery, who 
is said to draw a salary from various banks 
anxious to keep him from “ the necessity " 
of resuming the performance of those illegal 
acts for which nature and education have 
admirably fitted him. 

To generalize: Intelligence presupposes 
the ability to read, write, and figure, and; in 
this sense, one of the three I's includes all of 
the three R's. Certainly, under modern con- 
ditions in the United States no child of nor- 
mal endowments need fail to know how to 
read, write, and “‘do sums.”’ But many cir- 
cumstances may contribute to the mental, 
moral, and physical obliquity of such a neo- 
phyte. Oftentimes dishonesty is found lean- 
ing safely and surely on simon pure mathe- 
matics. The ancient aphorism, “ figures will 
not lie,” is disproved in a thousand instances. 
The ability to read leads to the sewer as weil 
ai to the sanctuary of letters. Blackmailers, 
forgers, embezzlers, as well as scholars, phi- 
losophers, churchmen, may be, and usually 
are, penmen. 

What then, becomes of the time honored 
theory that the three R's are the funda- 
mental requirements for suctess? 

dt would be quite easy to show that, nnder 
existing conditions, the best man generally 
achieves the most good without regard to the 
three R's. 

_Edison’s Success an Example. 

Thomas Alva Edison, the wizard of Menlo 
Park, the most successful of American in- 
ventors, never measured up to the ideal quali- 
fications of writer, reader, and arithmetician. 
To this day he is notably weak in mathemat- 
ics. His handwriting is scandalous from a 
pedagogical point:of view. He ie not well 
grounded in physics. He has been able to 
read since he was 7 years old, but with all 
his abnormal voracity for books few men 
have read with less system or to slighter pur- 


pose. 
Edison began life the child of poor parents; 
his education was limited to narrow scope 


afforded by a district school. He managed. 


to. learn the alphabet and became in time a 
rapacious* reader of books. But he read 
without purpose, without foresight, without 
system. He tells himself of having devoured 
seventeen shelves of printed volumes in the 
public library. Fiction, poetry, history, 
geography, science, religion—it was all one 
to Edison. He read everything, and, when 
he was through, when the time came when 
he had to earn his own living, he didn’t know 
what he had read. Long division mystified 
him. His writing was impossible to read. 
He became a train boy. a news agent on the 
Grand Trunk railway in Michigan, probably 
for the reason that this work did not require 
any special development either as reader, 
writer, or arithmetician. 


What Helped Him Win. 

What then did he bring to his life’s work? 
He was deficient in two of the famous R's. 
But he was master of the three E's He had 
energy, enterprise, and emulation, the last 
being another word for ambition. He had 
the three I's, integrity, industry, and intel- 
ligence, and the possession of these inherent, 
rather than acquired, qualities made him in 
time master of those purely artificial attain- 
ments which he regarded as less fundamental 
than the bigger, vaguer, and more potential 
qualities which go to make up character. 


If he had no accornplishments, at least he 


had character, and he knew, a®@ most wise 
persons know, that character ts the founda- 
tion and the energy of all acuievement. 
Native intelligence, indomitable industry, 
unswerving integrity, all elemental qualities 
—ceorhmenced at once to drill for Edison those 


which never yield to the puny strokes of mere 
reading, ‘writing, and arithmetic. A poor 
writer, young Edison started a newspaper 
and wrote most of it himself; a bad mathe- 
matician, he contrived a printing office in the 
baggage car and made it pay; having only 
the single attainment of wide reading, he 
made that come to the rescue of his numerous 
shortcomings and passed in a few months 
from the position of newsboy to that of edi- 
tor. 
Worker Beats Theorists. 

To this day Edison is not master of the 
mathematics of chemistry, and yet he has 
achieved more in chemistry than half the 
scientists of his day. He is accused of being 
“a poor business man,” and yet good busi- 
ness men trust him implicitly because they 
know that his Integrity is beyond question: 
In a day’s study he has divined and sim- 
plified problems that had occupied scientific 
minds for decades. He is so intelligent that 
observers call him the wizard for lack of a 
better name. He divines things that balk 
reason and defeat the most conscientious 
research. 

Four times during his phenomenal career 
he has worked himself into a physical col- 
lapse. The cheapest mechanic in his shop or 
laboratory does not work as long or as hard 
as does Edison. By his indefatigable in- 
dustry he makes real the dreams of academic 
idjers. Even now he has to hire experts to 
figure out the mathematical problems of his 
investigations. He has failed a hundred 
»times; but he has never been discouraged. 
kie has succeeded a thousand times, but he 
has never admitted that his work is done. 
He has written little, but his works have 
spoken for him in tones that will not die or 
be mistaken, and, while he will be remem- 
bered as a great inventor who contributed 
aimost nothing to scientific literature, yet 
he will be always famous as one who 
achieved more facts than any of his con- 
temporaries or predecessors. 

* 
Three Rs Often Misused. 

The boy who can read and reads only 
frivolity, falsehood, and filth; the child or 
man who can write and writes vulgarisms, 
names, and mottoes in public places; the 
person who can “figure” and figures race- 
track * dope,” gambling percentages, policy 
chances, and lottery luck; all of these per- 
sons have probably mastered the three Rs. 
But they seldom are enlightened; they prob- 
ably lack enterprise and energy. Intelli- 
gence will not be satisfied with reading lies.. 
It will not wallow in obscenity. It will strive 
after the best that is within reach of its 
equipment. 

The industrious man who can write will 
not cut his initials on trees and fences, nor 
will he scribble doggerel on whitewashed 
walis. The man of integrity realizes and 
shuns thesswindle of the gaming table; he 


' knows that a wager may be a hostage to 


dishonor, and is quite aware that in the 


inexorable mathematics of life there is no. 


such thing as something for nothing, Such 
men may be poor writers, hesitating read- 
ers, impossible arithmeticians, but they have 
mastered those superior qualities which in- 
clude. all the fundamental essentials. No 
intelligent man will fafl to acquire the mod- 
est arts of reading and writifig. No indus- 
trious, honest man will fail in the mathe- 
matics necessary to computing his money, 
his earnings, his debts, and the properties 
confided to him. 
* 
Success Depends Upon 3 I's. 

It must appear, then, that integrity, indus- 
try, and intelligence lie nearer to the neces~- 
sities than reading, writing, and arithme- 
tic, for they are Vitally the qualities which 
make or mar the utilities of mere crafts. Is 
it not better to be dumb than to be a per- 
jurer? Or finer to be illiterate than to pen 
a slander? Or to count no further than five 
on the fingérs rather than to wreck a bank 
with fine fignes, the furtive lies of higher 
mathematics? To be a reader, writer, and 


the fundamental acquirements of an educa- 
tion. It is far better to be honest, energetic, 
and intelligent, for these include and promise 
all the other basic requirements and the sim- 
ple arts are, after all, but tools, weapons, 
media for the exercise of the spiritual and 
intellectual good that is in us, means which 
may be useful or evil as they are exercised 
by good or sinister motives. 

The illiterate but intelligent boy, entering 
an office to start his life of work has a dis- 
tinct advantage over the reading and writ- 
ing boy whose mind is warped or dull. Char- 
acter, as a power in the world, is infinitely 
superior even to genius, and in measuring 
one’s qualifications it must not be forgot- 
ten that energy, industry, integrity, and in- 
telligence are characteristics, and therefore 
essentially greater than any superficial ac- 
complishments such as penmanship, elo- 
quence, mathematics, music, logic, or any 
art or any craft. Genius often finds its way 
into jails, madhouses, and potter’s flelds. 
Character never goes to waste, for, in-this 
sense, it comprises fidelity, patience, toil, and 
truth 

Character the Great Force. 

Edison is a man of character rather thana 
man of genius. Indeed, it is well known that 
some of his greatest achievements have been 
the dreams of brilliant visionaries made real 
by the drudging realist. In his alembic the 
fancies of genius are reduced to the facts of 
the practician. At his forge a wire and a 
magnet utter the music of the spheres. He 
is no musician, but he has made a wax ecylin- 
der and a brass trumpet echo the voices of a 
thousand singers. He has put the ecstasies 
of dreamers into a solution of hard work and 
precipitated incalculable facts. Character 
and not inspiration has been always the fire 
of his furnace, and even now, blown with 
the bellows of his ceaseless-enterprise and 
stirred with the iron of his tireless diligence, 
his fire remats bright. 

It is something to know that in these days 
education is making more directly for the 
development of the character than ever be- 
fore. The training of the intelligence; the 
development of candor in word and deed; 
the sense of the values of work and patience; 
these some day will precede without super- 
seding the incidental and largely superficial 
attainments; for they are the basis, the foun- 
tain heads, the origins, and energies of all 
worthy effort. They are as the brain and the 
heart and the spirit to the hand, the eye, and 
the tongue, and so they come first in the 
measurement of things that count. 

* 

Education May Be oa Hindrance. 
‘The boy who writes falsehoods in copper 
plate is not comparable with the truth teTler 
who cannot hold a pen. To divine loga- 
rithms and to calculate percentages will not 
balance the account of the Shylock, the 
miser, with his fellow men. To read the sto- 
ries of the ages will not whiten the soui of 
him who emulates villainy and forgets .ue 
ten commandments. To be enlightened js 
to know. To be educated may be to be 
equipped for ultimate deviltry, since some 
of the greatest scholars have been arch- 
fiends of vice. 

The intelligent office boy will learn to read 
and write while he is waiting for the tele- 
phone to ring. He will attack the waste 
basket and the inkwe!ll with zeal because he 
is industrious. Intelligence includes integ- 
rity, for there is no more flagrant example 
of dense stupidity than dishonesty, and the 
normal mind eschews it as the normal 
stomach resents whisky or tobaceo, Habit, 
an impalpable slavery, may come to neg- 
ative the best native qualities of a man, or 
it may come to intensify and direct all of Lis 
finest characteristics. 

The habit of industry can be acquired as 
easily as the habit of idleness, But it is al- 
ways the man or boy of character who in- 
trenches himself with. good. habits, and it is 
alwaye the moral weakling, the character- 
less person, who becomes the slave of evil 
habits. Accomplishments are either helps 
or hindrances to genuine success. High 
qualities of character alone can make them

T a first thought it 4s easy for the unini- 
tiated to ask, “‘ Where does the board 
of trade clerk come from?” To this 
unintiated one, the board of trade is 
mystical and mysterious, anyway. 
The word “ plunging” 4s inevitably esso- 
ciated with it. The idea fs abroad that the 
successful man in it makes big plunges— 
whatever they are—and after a few of these, 
retires a millionaire. As a matter of fact, 
there are dozens of board men who after fif- 
teen or twenty or twenty-five years of care- 
ful, congervative business have retired with 
fortunes without ever having “i: plunged ” in 
their lives. 

The board of trade clerk comes to his posi- 
tion as easily and as naturally as the lum- 
berman or miner comes to his place. The 
grain business of the country is a business 
of the first magnitude, and in its relations to 
the business of the world probably leads the 
mines and the lumber woods. There is the 
grain business proper, and after .. the milling 
business and the feed businees, in all of which 
the necessity for young hands and young 
heacs is apparent. 

The clerks coming into the grain business 
which centers in Chicago has two routes open 
to him. He may be just out of grammar 
scheol In the cityiand at the age of 16 may be- 
comé.a messenger for a grain firm;.or he may 
be a farmer's son who is a high school gradu- 
ate in a small town in the grain belt and begin 
as agent for an elevator company which col- 
lects grain at that shipping point. 


All Depends on Individual. 

Judging by the past, a man could not say 
whether the small messenger who begins in 
the city office or the college young man who 
tukes up the business of the country ele- 
vator stands the better chance of success 
on the Chicago board of trade. It all de- 
pends ontheman. The board of trade has its 
marked examples of both types of young men 
who have come into the work and madé 
successes of it. 

Eight years ago a boy came into an office 
in the Board of Trade building to act as 
messenger, He was of the right stuff. He 
went to work and he staid at work. Today 
he is handling grain for one of the. great 
companies of the west, acting for the com- 
pany on the board. He is in a position where 
every qualification he may have for the 
work has its opportunity, and he is getting 
a salary that measures accordingly. 

On the other hand, I have in mind a young 
man who began at the scales platform in a 
country elevator, who is now the chief 
man for one of the greatest grain firms itn 
the world. He was twenty years getting to 
the place, but long before he got It he was 
earning a salary of $12,000 a year with an- 
other company. 


* 
Qld Virtwes Are Essential. 

The qualities in the young man for the 
board of trade are the same that hold in any 
line of work. You cannot improve on the old 
intelligence, honesty, courage, and agres- 
siveness that have made men in all times and 
in all walks of life. Some of these qualities 
may sound hackneyed now, but intelligent 
honesty today is more at a premium on the 
board of trade tRan is any other one virtue. 
The broker is not the wild plunger that he 
has been painted. He is a business man, deal- 
ing with his hundreds or his thousands of 
customers and handling their money with 
judgment and honesty, to their satisfaction, 
just as a merchant strives to do in the whole 
sale grocery or dry goods house. The broker 
needs as much as the merchant to establish 
his reliability, honesty, and business judg- 
ment. 

The young man coming into the grain busi- 
ness in any of its branches needs to ponder 
these things. He is entering a business, not 
an adventurous occupation in which mock 
heroics can give him the palm of success. 
Individually he cannot know too much about 
grains. He cannot be too familiar with every 
phase of grain planting, grain growing, and 
grain harvesting, just as he cannot be too 
familiar with the conditions of grain in the 
market and their gradings. Anything touch- 


EW ideas in regard to feminine seif- 
support and wage earning are forever 
interesting, since with every passing 
day more women are interested in 
matters of money making.

Country Boy Best Equipped. 

In this respect the young man who begins 
in the country graim elevator has the ad- 
vantage of the young man who begins as a 
messenger jn a city office. He is in touch 
with conditions. He knows seasons, crops 
crop conditions, and crop returns within hié 
local territory. When ‘he has progressed be 
yond the small agency at his station he be- 
comes a traveling agent, and supervises the 
work of a group of local agents in his terri« 
tory. Instead of weighing and recefwing 
grain at his local elevator and keeping thé 
plant up to the standards adopted by his 
company, he is intrusted with the standards 
of the company and charged with keeping 
other agents and elevators up to them. 

But whether the young man from the ity 
or from the country is chosen by the Chicage 
grain firm, the route through the office ts the 
same. From the initial position in an estab- 
Uishment the next promotion is to the post 
of settling clerk, the newcomer ordinarily 
tuking the position of assistant to another 
clerk familiar with the business. From set- 
tling clerk he may become a clerk in the sales 
and accounts department, from this may 
piss to bookkeeper, and from this may go to 
the “floor” for his firm. This position on 
the floor of the board of trade is the best that 
comes to the ordinary office man until he de+ 
cides to go into the brokerage business for 
himself. 


* x 
Wide Range in Capacity. 

On the floor there ts a wide range in the 
capacities of men. Few men would be gives 
place in the pits who could not earn at least 
$1,200 a year; from $1,200 the salaries rug 
on up to $6,000. When a man has graduated 
to the brokerage business of his own it ig 
still a question of the man. He may make 
$3,000 a year or he may make $25,000 oF 
$30,000 a year—all dependent upon his in- 
dividuality and his business methods. Above 
all of these that have been mentioned, how- 
ever, are the big firms and the big operators 
whose Incomes can be guessed at only. 

But good, bad, and indifferent as are the 
newcomers into the grain business of the 
country, fit ts doubtful if any other field’ 
offers the rewards to the young men of the 
country that are offered here. There are 
surer and quicker advancements for the bee 
ginner who proves himself, and when he hag 
learned the business he may sell his knowl- 
edge and judgment to better advantage hére 
than in almost any other fieli of endeavor, 
Grain is the great staple, and # must con- 
tinue to be so always.

Quick Judgment Strong Factor, 

But the business will never be play. 1 fe 
not the thing for the man who is “out 
nights.” He must be up early in the morning, 
literally, and he must be down at his office 
before 9 o'clock with a clear head.

* handling grain commissions or the cash grain 
of the elevators, he needs all his faculties of 
aggressiveness, intelligence, honesty, and 
application. In few other businesses does 
the question of instant judgment appeal with 
such force. There are men having almost in- 
fallible judgments in ceftain Lines if they. 
be given time enough to canvass.conditions, 
In the brokerage business, actions may have 
to be determined in a moment, and the man 
with the courage of his convictions may pave 
the advantage of the one who cannot make 
up his mind under pressure. 

Thousands of young men are recruited inte 
the grain business of the United States every, 
year. The phenomenal successes in the 
business are approximately as few as they, 
are In other great lines of endeavor. But it 

.may be said for the young man who enters 
the grain business, and proves himself capa- 
ble in a few things, he is as likely to be called 
to the ruling of many things as he would be 
in any other line of business in the world.

What the Work Requires. 

Good sense, good taste, good humor, ins 
dustry, patience, adaptability, willingness, 
and ability to see both sides of a question, to- 
gether with pleasant manners and the neces- 
sary firmness of character, these are the re- 
‘quirements for successful work in the line . 
just mentioned. If, in addition, the feminine 
repair man-possess the tactful ability to 
so grant emali favors as to have them ree: 
ceived itke large ones, and to refuse im- 
portent requeste with the air that almost 
makes them seem granted, so much the bet-. 
ter. Ghe must, In any case, be sufficiently 
businesshke to make close estimates and keep 
careful watch over al! figures, even to the 
smallest expenses, and she must take a real é 
interest In her work. 

Given the qualifications instanced and @ 
fair degree of cnergy and enthusiasm, any’ 
woman with a “ good eye for color,” a clear, 
vigorous brain, and the determination to suc- 
ceed may consider herself in reasonable shape 
to undertake the work of feminine repair 
man.

an art the work of writing the history 

of business has progressed beyond the 
details of business itself. 

“You may put it this way,” said an old 
bookkeeper of wide experience who is now an 
euditor of accounts; “ improved methods in 
bookkeeping have saved the head bookkeep- 
er of the modern establishment 50 per cent 
of clumsy routine, while business exactions 
over the business methods of twenty-five 
years ago have imposed another 2 per cent 
of new routine upon him. Thus the work of 
the bookkeeper in an establishment doing a 
business of $100,000 twenty-five years ago is 
25 per cent harder today in a house doing that 
same amount of business. 

“One may wonder how improvements in 
bookkeeping may reduce the work of the 
head bookkeeper 50 per cent and yet business 
leave him 25 per cent more work; for a book- 
#eeper is a bookkeeper and has been since the 
perfection of the principles of double entry. 
The point is here:

’ “ Perhaps the letters of the alphabet, as 
initials, have had to be cut into four or five 
or ten groups in order for cash keepers to 
handle the receipts and disbursements of a 
great corporation.

“ The ‘ loose leaf system ’ in modern book- 


keeping has done more for the bookkeeper 
than any other one thing in the evolution 
of the work. A good deal of mystery hangs 
about the system in the popular estima- 
tion. As a matter. of fact, it is merely an 
adaptation of a physical ledger or journal 


“The time was when the ledger of a busi- 
ness concern carried an account with every 
individual account*necessary to a business, 
The volume was stiff bound and unwieldy. 
It might have had in those days 500 separate 
accounts ta a $100,000 business. ‘When the 
volume was full it became necessary in 
wpening the new one for each of these 
‘live’ accounts to be transferred to the new 
volume. The old letter index at the front 
of the book was used in turning to an indi- 
vidual account, and in each of these ac- 
counts there might be fifty entries before 
the account was paid and closed, or/before 


the folio was full and the live accounts @ad ° 


to be transferred. Under these conditions 
there were times when a ledger in use was 
four-fifths full of closed and dead accounts, 
but had to be lifted and turned and searched 
for the remaining live ones. ; 

“The loose leaf has changed this. When 
an aceount is closed it may be lifted from the 
ledger and placed alphabetically in its 
proper place in a dead ledger, yet indexed 
in such a manner that it may be turned to as 
easily as ever it was. 

Two Operations in One. 

“ But before the loose ledgereaf is con- 
cerned, the same leaf has overturned some 
of the intricacies of account keeping among 
the assistants to the head bookkeeper. For 
instance, in individual-accounts the loose 
leaf in the individual ledger is perforated 
near the middle and folded back upon itself 
until the perforated edge becomes the finger 


certain; they demand to know whether a stil) °48¢ Of the folio made up of these movable 
Marger Gividend is not possible if, only the 


leaves. The insertion of a sheet of carbon 
paper between these folds and the passing 
of the doubled leaf into a billing machine 
allows the filing of the ledger page in dupli- 
cate for a period of thirty days. 

“Back and forth into one of these machines, 
day after day, as charges and credits are to 
be made on an account, the figures are en- 
tered and fall in duplicate in parallel columns 
on the other side of the sheet under the car- 
bon. When the page is full, the doubled 
sheet is insert into the ledger form, aipha- 
betically, the folded top is torn off at the 
perforations and becomes a bill, duplicating 
the ledger page, while the ledger page itself 
is filed as a fixture. Once a month this in- 
dividual ledger is footed in total by the as- 
sistant responsible for the initial letters in 
it and the head bookkeeper enters the results 
in his general ledger, which is loose leaved 
and still more elaborately indexed. 

“ The cash book is really a cash sheet with 
the assistant cash accountant, and when the 
sums of these sheets are entered by the book- 
keeper in the general cash book, his book is 
made up of loose leaves. But in ledger, 
journal, or cash book, the accounts are living 
accounts for the reason that the dead ones 
May be removed so easily and so safely to 
where they may be always ready for refer~ 
ence. | 
“ Of all the innovations in bookkeeping in 
the last twenty-five years nothing has done 
more for the bookkeeper than has the loose 
leaf. The carbon sheet in bookkeeping is 
scarcely ten years old, but in that time it has, 
worked a revolution in methods. The billing! 
machine is one of the wonders of the count- 
ing room, and in some of the greatest houses 
in Chicago'a young man or young woman sit- 
ting at one of these machines may render 
every bill that goes out from the house. 


Responsibility Is Heavier. 

“ With it all, it may be said that the head 
bookkeeper today has burdens that the head 
bookkeeper twenty-five years ago did not 
feel. It is no harder for him to delegate an 
entry upon a certain supplementary book in 
his establishment today than it would have 
been for him to have entered it himself, twen- 
ty-five years ago. But details have been 
forced upon his office work, and in the multi- 


plementary books, his own dash book, jour- 
nal, and ledger—whether loose of leaf or not— 
become so intricately involved with other 
men’s work and other men’s folios that when 
an error has crept im somewhere and has fo be 
sought out, the responsibility for the situation 
lies heavier with him than ever it. lay with 
the old time head man. 

“As business grows and as accounts are 
kept, methods must simplify. But this sim- 
plification will not keep down the steady in- 
crease in’ the number of men necessary in 
bringing to the head bookkeeper the aggre- 
gate memoranda of the business, and as these 
men increase in numbers the burden of the 
head bookkteper must keep pace with them.”

low the Wrecking Train 


Saves Time and Property. 


N a siding stands the wrecking train. 

Fires are never allowed to go out on 

this train; steam is always at the 

point requisite for immediate depart- 

ure. In the cars is every appliance 

thag could possibly be thought of as useful 

in the event of the crew being called upon 

to clear a track after a smashup on theroad. 

The train is in charge ef a man whose title 

will be new to most persons. He is known 

as the wreckmaster. He is a past master 

in the art of bringing order out of chaos when 

two trains collide or one runs off the track 
to destruction. 

In the evolution of railroad methods it has 
been found that a spécial department has 
become necessary to deal with the wrecks 
on the rails. It is no longer possible to dis- 
patch to the scene of a collision the nearest 
gang of road menders or detail a few hands 
from the machine shops in the vicinity. 
With the increasing swiftness of the times 
smnashups become more frequent, and débris 
must be removed without the loss of a mo- 
ment if the machinery of the railroad is to 
run smoothly. Hence there has come into 
being the wrecking train, the wreckmaster, 
and the expert wreckers., 


Crew Is Always on Duty. 

Since the establishment of the wrecking 
train as a part of the outfit of the railro 
there has been no lack of applicants for posi- 
tions among the crew, and this notwithstand- 
ing the fact that, Sunday or week day, day 
or night, the wreckers are never off duty. 
Every man who becomes attached to this 
train must be within sound of the signal 
whistle. He cannot go to a theater or even 
visit friends or relatives far from his home. 
He must never, in fact, be so far away from 
the train that he cannot hear the signal for 
duty. 

But he has certain advantages as a wrecKer 
that he has not as an ordinary railroad man. 
First and foremost, he has the glorious satis- 
faction of knowing that his job is a steady 
one; his wages are paid by the month, and 
not by the hour orday. ‘When he becomes an 
expert wrecker he cannot easily be replaced; 
additional reason why his job is a steady one. 
Then he is gi¥éh a week’s vacation at the 
company’s expense once a year. He can 
make his home in-the neighborhood where 
the train is sidetracked, always keeping near 
enough to hear the signal, and as soon as he 
has straightened out a tangle on the rails he 
can hie for home again. These reasons why 
a wrecker’s life is a happy one, comparative- 
ly speaking, are potent on the railroad, and 
therefore many men would like to becom 
attached to the wrecking train. et: 


Are Drilled in Wrecking. | 

But many are called and few chosen to the 
work of the wrecking crew. The applicants 
are sifted out and regular sessions are held 
to educate the applicants for places on the 
wrecking train. The apt are selected; the 
others are sent back to their trains. Tirst 
the men are drilled in work at the great der- 
rick, made especially for wrecking work. 


OBINSON had carried an $8 watch for 
several years, considering that he was 
especially to be congratulated on his 
economical bent. Then one day he 
missed a suburban train for homeand 

kept dinner waiting half an hour for his 
friends who were there by appointment. 
Then in one, two, three order he missed three 
other trains on three other days. 

It aroused Robinson's sluggish temper. He 
sacrificed the $8 watch to some god of un- 
timeliness and went to the other extreme, 
paying $150 for a small timepiece in one of the 
best jewelry houses in Chicago. This was 
last spring. In five months Robinson has 
had three movements in the case of the new 
watch, and he is holding a microscope upon 
the second marks of the dial of this last 
one in a manner not at all assuring to the 
jeweler. 

The #ruth fs Robinson ts just finding out 
something about a watch. He has admitted 
that {f in the beginning he had known as 
much as he knows now he probably would 
have held on to the old $8 ticker and given it. 
a margin of seven minutes on every train out 
of his station. 

Minutes Not Close Enough. 

With the old watch that called for a clean- 
ing about once in two years, Robinson was 
accustomed to take it away and spend two 
or three weeks regulating it by the regulator 
point above the balance wheel. With his 


‘$150 movement, however, he has learned that 


the regulator point is one of the crudest of 
primary methods in holding a watch to 
the chronometer. It adjusts the timepiece 
to mere minutes. As to seconds, only the 
watch artiet hag anything to do with their 
count, and he goes about it with a pains- 
taking care and precision that puts the 
watch into a classification all by itself. 

A variation of two seconds in a month was 
allowed by the salesman who handed to 
Robinson the first of the three movements. 
Tf it could not be held to this limitation 
Rebinson was to have a new choice. With 


the third movement in his vest pocket Rob- 


inson is beginning to doubt whether the 
watchmaker in the house was born to his 
work, as Robinson has been assured he 
should have been. 
Almost Needs a Nurse. 

Still a good deal of responsibility was shou!- 
dered upon Robinson himself when he bought 
the first watch. He learned in the first place

They are taught the anatomy of the car and 
the engine so that when striving to piece to- 
gether a train that has become sundered into 
fragments, they may know how the parts 
should join. The wreckmaster’s pupils learn 
the easiest way to separate a pair of locomo- 
tives that have become locked in a close em- 
brace in their duel to the death; they are 


‘shown how to use the great derrick in reunit- 


ing trucks that have been violently separated 
from cars, how to straighten out twisted 
rails, how to mend torn tracks, and, in a 
word, how to work like expert wreckers when 
called out to clear the way after a collision. 

When the wreeking train goes to the scene 
of a disaster it carries in all thirteen men, 
including engineer and fireman. With the 
crew is a telegraph operator, who is pre- 
pared to set up his instrument at the scene 
of the wreck, if needs be, and report progress. 
to headquarters as the operation of clearing 
the track goes on. 

The signa! for the wreckmaster to move his 
train is flashed when a wreck occurs. At 
once the engineer whistles for the wrecking 
crew. The quicker the train is moved after 
that the better for all concerned. The record 
time is three minutes after the word has been 
received at the station. Sometimes, when 
the train is called for at night and the men 
have to come hurrying from their. beds, it 
takes thirteen minutes for the engineer to 
start the drivers, but that is the time limit 
that the wrecking crew is allowed. 

At the scene of the wreck, the wreckmas- 


ter and his assistant quickly “size up the 


situation,” and orders are given much in the 
same way as when firemen descend upen the 
scene of a conflagration. If human beings 


are pinned beneath the Gébris the experts 


set to work at once to save them; if it is 
‘merely a smashup without lose of life in- 
volved the first thing to be done Is to remove 


the wreckage so that the line may be clear 


for traffic. 


Besides the great derricks the wrecking 


crew have at their disposal great chains ca- 
pable of standing the strain of a locomotive’s 
welght; huge ropes strong enough to be 
used to couple a hauling engine to a train 
of cars; sledge hammers innumerable, cant- 
hooks, jacks of all sizes, saws, augers, frogs, 
for restoring engines ,and cars to the tracks, 


crowbars, torches, and a hundred and one 


odd appliances useful to none but a railroad 
wrecking crew. Even manure forks are kept 
in the wrecking cars, for sometimes it is 
necessary to shovel the contents of broken 
cars out of the way before the wreck proper 
can be reached. 

The novice must go to the sceneof many a 
wreck before he is finally passed upon as fit 
to join the crew. He must be able to use any 


of the wrecking machinery upon the orders 


of the wreckmaster and know theoretically 
how to construct a car or engine. When he 
has learned these things he is capable of at- 
tacking a:‘train that has been reduced from 
a thing of life and beauty to a mass of 
twisted iron and splfitered woodwork with 
some Hope of saving the pieces for future use 
on the railroad. 


INSTRUCTING A CLASS IN THE REMOVAL OF WRECKAGE. 


Hard to Regulate Watch to Second. 


By H. Coit. 


that a watch was more to be considered than 
twin ‘babies with the colic. He was assured 
that he was a promising subject for wearing 
@ watch, for the reason that he weighs about 
210 pounds and is conservative in tempera- 
ment and dignified in his carriage. One of 
the worst things that a watch can be sub- 
jected to is a jerky, nervous step of a tall, 
bony man, who gets out and hits the pave- 
ments with leather heels. It is utterly im- 
possible for a man to wear a first class watch 
and go horseback riding; no watch ever made 
will stand the trial. : 

Beyond all question the timepiece must not 
be allowed to run down; from such a condi- 
tion it will require five days to get it back to 
the two second test. In winding, no. stem 
twisting rattlings of the pin will be tolerated: 
it must be by slow, even movements, and 
under every circumstance it must be wound 
at the same hourinthetwenty-four. In tak- 
ing the watch off with the vest at night, it 
was required that the vest always be hung 
up and that the watch preserve the upright 
position of the pocket. 


i One Way to Work It. 

For the first time in his life Robinson ap- 
preciated the o!d stary told by a southern 
friend before the days of the “ Jim Crow” 
railroad car. The friend was in a day coach 
and just in front of him was an old darky 
sitting upright, but slowly weaving his body 
fram side to side with pendulum like regu- 
larity. Mile after mile the old darky had 
kept this movement, when the curiosity of 
the friend was aroused. 

_“ What's the matter, uncle? Are you 
sick?” he asked, when he could stand it no 
longer. 

The old darky turned his head, tipped a 
finger to his ragged hat, but kept on with his 
rocking. 

‘* No, sah, I ain't sick. I jus’ got a watch 
heah that won't run ‘cept I rock dis way, 
sah.”’ 

The other night Robinson was coming 
down the front stairs in the dark. -He was 
preoccupied and missed the count of the 
steps, stepping for one more at the bottom 
when the step wasn't there. Robinson's 
first thought was for his watch, and when he 
clasped his hand to the spot he recalled the 
negro joke, laughing until his wife forced 
him to repeat the story. 


Doubting the man who is regulating this 


third movement, Robinson has been making

discovered that in‘ the regulating of the 
watch he hopes to have this watchmaker 
must be informed as to the comparative bear- 
ing of every wheel that engages another in 
the movement. If the watch run too fast he 
must apply friction where the wear will have 
the least after effeet. If it run too slow some 
wheel must be cut away—just enough, but 
not by the shadow of a hair too much. 

“It all depends upon the man who is 
timing it for you,” a friend told him. “ These 
men are scarce, too. One of the best men of 
the kind ever in Chicago is raising chickens 
now onafarm. He could have put a dial 
om a sawmill and regulated the hands to the 
fraction of a second. But he’s raising 
chickens. That is the drift of the expert of 
experts, no matter in what line. He is of 
the nervous temperament, and to Keep to his 
art is a tax upon him. He gets from under 
when he has half a chance.” 


Experts Hard to Get. 

Another friend has told Robinson of an- 
other man in the southern part of the state.

F you are a young man of energy, hon- 
esty, and gocd address, who, as a small 
boy was unusually successful in persuad- 
ing other small boys into doing things 
they would otherwise not have done, and 
if in the meantime you have not been per- 
suaded by a university education that you 


hard work— | 

Well, you probably have the making of 
a good real estate broker in you. 

I am speaking from my own experiences 
regarding the college young man who seeks 
the real estate business. 
I never had a college bred man in the office 
whom I didn’t have to let go. I am not 
eaying they haven't made real estate men 
elsewhere; I am not decrying college edu- 
cation in general. But I don’t want any 
college men for my own office any more, and 
if’ I had a boy ready for college I'd have to 
know just what he wanted to be in after life 


education. In certain lines higher education 
appeals to me as all right, but for the aver- 
age young man who intends to make his 
fortune in business, I'd say he can get more 
and sounder training between 18 and 23 years 
old by taking a course in business than by 
taking a course in a university. 
Poor Boy's Chance Best. 

The best real estate candidate in general 
is the son of poor parents. Let his parents 
have been poor and if he enters the broker- 
age business in any of its lines he will have 
had a tremendous lift toward success by 
the mere reason of his family’s condition. 
There is a reason for this. Naturally he will 
work harder than will the child of luxury. 
He will be harder to discourage. When in 
the course of his efforts he begins to com- 
mand a salary that is double that which his 
father once earned as carpenter or brick 
mason in a small town you will see where his 
incentives are. 

Right here is one of the snags of the real 
estate brokerage business. I believe that 70 
per cent of the brokerage business of Chicago 


izing has gone as far in the real estate busi- 
ness as it has gone in any of the kindred 
businesses of the city, and yet few brokers 
acquire great wealth, Why? Just because 
of the many beginners who may achieve on 
their own account as brokers all and more 
of success than they dreamed of in the be- 
ginning of their careers as clerks. 

A bright young man is as much needed in 
a real estate office as he is anywhere, and if 
he is bright he will learn and become am- 
bitious. Pretty soon he knows that he knows 
a great many things his employer knows. 
He has made a line of acquaintances that ts 


has been valuable to the house he wishes to 
leave. His ambitions suggest a business that 
pays $25 to $30 a week, clear, and he discovers 
that in the first year he makes a fair living; 
that in the second year he saves something; 
and that in’ the third year, perhaps, he is 
making double the money that his father 
ever did. 


« 
Small Broker Makes Money. 

There, you seé, is the reason for the 70 per 
cent of Chicago's business done through the 
offices of the smal! beginners, and there is the 
further reason why the big broker seldom 
ever makes a big fortune. The former clerk 
in the big office discovers that he makes 
as much as his employer paid him in the 
first year of his venture, and that by the 
third year he has doubled his old salary. 

The time was when the real estate broker 
conducted business along radically different 
lines to those now followed. (he “ boom” 
periods in the cities were responsible for the 
old type of broker. He has not been seen in 
Chicago for ten years, however, and he will 
hardly be seen for ten years more. 

After the subdivision agent came the build- 
ing agent. The one made way for the other, 


land the building real estate agent lasted 


longer than his predecessor, He may have 
built fairly well and he may have made fair 
profits, but to the extent that both these pio- 
neer agents worked upon a boom basis they 
were detrimental to the final best interests of 
the city. The dealers in “ acre properties ”’ 
are gone for the most part, although some of 
them are operating still. 

In the larger offices where the legitimate 
business of the real estate broker is done 
there are three chief divisions of the business. 
First of these is the real estate loan business, 
which in volume and difficulty of conduct 
leads all the others. In second place, per- 
haps, is the manufacturing properties busi- 
ness, and third the downtown renting busi- 
ness. 

an, 
Specialists in Business. 

Specializing of the real estate business 
has led to much specializing on the part of the 
men employed in the offices. As a rule the 
employer determines the special line of the 
employé. I get hold of a man occasionally 
and have to wonder whether I can stand 
him long enough as a failure in one depart- 
ment to find a vacancy for him in another 
department where I am sure he will make 
a success. There is one type that never suc- 
ceeds, however. He is the young man who 
is five minutes late in the morning and who 
puts his books in place together in the after- 
noon five minutes before 5 o'clock in order 
that when the clock strikes the first stroke 
he may be at the door. 

For work in a Chicago real estate office it 
is not necessary that the newcomer to the 
business be city bred. But if he is city bred 
and moves easily in a metropolitan at- 
mosphere he will find his road to efficiency 
much shorter. He may have been of the 
disposition to absorb values and to question 
deals in realty, showing interest in the busi- 
ness; a g00d many young men may show a 
natural aptitude for the business in general. 
Anything that makes for a pleasing address 
in the personality of the young man is just 
so much capital for him. ; 


Agents’ Talk Effects Deals. 
People have laughed for years at the 
caricatures of the real estate agent who is 


clients. But there is a necessity for this 
spirit in the successful man in the business. 
Nobody can sit back in an office and conduct 
a successful real estate business. It re- 
quires mixing on the part of the principals as 
well as of the employés. Most people have 
to be influenced by the agent's talk before 
action is taken on anything by them. It 
seems to have struck home to the readers 
of the comic papers that there is more than 
jest in the caricatures of the real estate 
agent trying to effect a deal; from a joke 
the public has begun to look for talk, and 
more of it, from the agent until I tella young 
man who is of pleasant address that he can’t 
play the part too strong. 

But there are variations from this genera! 
procedure. In the renting of many offices 
and houses and apartments it becomes one 
of the duties of the agent to explain to an 
earnest seeker why he doesn’t want the 
particular thing he seems so determined to 
have. One might wonder in which circum- 
stance of the two suggested the best use of 
tact could be made. 

A good many young dealers in real es- 
tate have graduated in Chicago and have 
taken the course of empire westward. This 
is the natural trend of the Chicago dealer 
who moves; few of them go east, and still 
fewer go south. Seattle and the northwest 
coast cities have caught lots of them, and as 


a rule the Chicago graduate holds his own 
anywhere.

Of course, the 
chances are that you won't get many of 
either, At least, only one out of each hun- 
gred who tries. succeeds. 

More emall weekly newspapers are started 
every year in Chicago than in any other city 
ip the world, and more of them fail and retire 
than any ot ind of enterprise. Ten per 
cent survive the first year; 5 per cent live to 
see their second birthday; but the large 
majority disappear within two months after 
Voi. 1 No. l has been placed, before its small 
and not overenthusiastic clientéle. 

The patent inside and the printed plate 
factories have so cheapened and simplified 
the business that anybody with $10 to $15 can 
giart his own newspaper. There is no busi- 
gess go easy to get into, and, for that matter, 
few so difficult and costly to get out of. The 
ambitious editor doesn’t have to know any- 
thing about his chosen profession; he can 
*get out” a paper without even knowing 
how to read and write. 

H is a fact that many of the men who 

yenture into the field of ‘journalism ”’ 
gowadays never bother about opening an 
eiice; some of them don’t write a word for 
*heir OWn papers; they don’t need type nor 
printers. Reporters, editorial writers, press- 
geeverything essential to the business is 
furnished by the patent inside and plate-. 
makers. A dozen printing shops are always 
ready to print and even to edit these freak 
Sewspapers, and as the circviation is always 
mall, the cost of the work and the white 
is slight. 
*There are now in the neighborhood of sixty 
meekly and semi-weekly newspapers in Chi- 
fago in which nearly the whole matter is of 
the patent inside or the ready plate kind. 
Wot a week passes in which one or more of 
these ephemeral publications does not fail, to 
give place immediately to some new and 
equally evanescent journal. 


Most Good Looking Sheets. 

Many of them are undertaken seriously 
and with all honesty. Most of them are far 
more presentable, both physically and as to 
the quality of the reading matter, than the 
@verage country daily which is written, set 
up, and printed with an eye to the news 
father than style. Indeed, so far as appear- 
ances go, these weekly or semi-weekly news- 
papers printed from stock plates, or in the 
patent inside factories, leave little to be de- 
yired as to paper, pictures, and printing. 
Bome of them contain a whole page of original 
matter, which may be news, editorial, gos- 
tip) or personals, according to the character 
and policy of the publication. 
-Campaign years always prove favorable to 
a sudden increase in the crop of mushroom 
political organs. Two whole pages of plate 
matter can be had at the rate of $1 a page, 
and the editor can get democratic, repub- 
lican, socialist, populist, or any other kind of 
political stuff that may fit his proposed pol- 


‘tey. He can get a page of republican editorial 


matter in the same shop and for the same 
price as a page of sporting gossip, agricul- 
tural hints, picture puzzles, or half tone por- 
traits. He can select his purchases from the 
proofs with as much speed and certainty = 
he can order a dinner Ja carte:

Juyentle stories and poems, jokes, fash- 
ions, physical culture, hymns, music, mining 
items, engineering articles, pedagogical 
news, almost every topic and every interest 
is included in the ready plates or patent in- 
sides catalogued and offered for sale by the 
wholesale makers of newspapers. In this 
way an editor of good judgment can select 
an array of excellent matter for his paper, 
the disadvantage in all cases being that it 
is not original. 

Many amusing and some disastrous conse- 
quences have followed the carelessness of 
sditors who failed to read over in time the 
hatter furnished them by the busy pro- 
viders of plates and patent insides. This 
year an ambitious editor started a demo- 
cratic weekly in one of the most enthusiastic- 
ally democratic sections of Chicago.. The 
editor meant to use his paper for the purpose 
of boosting himself into political prominence, 
but unluckily some of his acquaintances sus- 
pected him of being a republican at heart. 
Being thus under suspicion in certain quar- 
ters he made it his business to select the 
Most red hot democratic editorial matter 
tS could get, and in the meantime volun- 
feered to become one of the democratic spell- 
binders of his ward.

Firm Will Edit for You. 

As a great many of these publications are 
either nonpolitical or independent the work 
of selection becomes an easy one, and in 
many cases the editer leaves the choice of 
matter to the firm which sells it. Fashion 
plates and illustrations to fit almost any 
kind of busines can be bought in the ready- 
to-print plates. The patent inside is sold 
outright by the quire, and there are six and 
even eight page weeklies being published in 
which all but one page is of the ready print 
material bought from the newspaper asso- 
ciation or company. 

The ready-to-print plates are not sold, but 
rented at the rate of $1 per page, the thin, 
column wide sheet of metal used being cut 
into any desired length. These printed 
metal plates are so made as to fasten by a 
patent device to bases which raise the face 
of the plate to the regulation depth of or- 
dinary type and permit the printer to set 
plate matter side by side in the forms witp 
type matter. This arrangement permits the 
publisher to intermix his original matter 
with the stock plate matter, and is generally

Handle Little Actual Cazh. 

Most of the fly-by-night weeklies are de- 
livered like handbills, and few of them can 
boast a hundred paid circulations. In some 
of them the advertisements are “ paid for "’ 
in groceries, coal, liquor, cigars, theater 
tickets, clothing, furniture, or some com- 
modity which the editor can use or sell, and 
in the few cases where real money is paid it 
is for the publication of flattering notices 
of the advertiser, his family, and friends. 

Im some cases obstinate merchants who 
refuse to advertise are ferociously roasted 
in every issue until the victim yields or the 
publication goes to the wall, as most of such 
journals quickly do. Of the sixty or more 
weekly and semi-weekly newspapers gotten 
up in this manner in Chicago, nearly all are 
owned and edited by reformers, political pro- 
moters, or zealous eccentrics who have an 


* ungovernable itch for running into print and 


can find no other avenue. 

The cheapness of the venture appeals 't> 
the editorial aspirant with a power which 
he cannot resist, and otherwise sensible men 


have been known to pawn their effects and 


go hungry in order to get out the first issue 
of a newspaper of this kind. They wifl do all 


“the soliciting for subscriptions and adver- 


tisements, and if they fail to get patronage 
they will send the paper and print the ad- 
vertisement for nothing or ‘“ just to show 
what a fine newspaper” the publication is 
sure to be. 
Six Weeks Average Life. 

Six weeks is the average life of these jour- 
nalistic weakhings. They come and vanish 
like wreaths of mist, none knowing or caring 
whither they have gone. The subscription 
price, always fictitious, is usually $1 a year, 
and the lucky editor who gets fifty paid sub- 
scribers to start with is pretty sure to sur- 
vive for two or three months, since he can, 
by the help of ready printed plates and pat- 
ent insides, job printing offices, and personal 
delivery of the papers, produce his publica- 
tion for as little as $10 a week! 

If he is ambitiou8 and pushing he may 
have one of his four pages composed of orig- 
inal matter, set and made up, printed and 
delivered; all within the modest maximum 
of $15. The thing looks so feasible, so easy, 


Chicago alone seems limited only by the 
business precautions of the makers of read 
print plates and patent insides. They will 
not trust the sanguine founder. of the new 
journal. They even require him to deposit 
the value of the metal in the plates which he 
would rent and thus prevent many an over- 
confident editor from plunging into the dan- 
gerous maelstrom of journalism.

drawing. The catalogue, prospectus, price 
list, folder, or magazine advertisement which 
is now printed without a photographic illus- 
tration is the exception. 

The quality of this class of work depends 
almost wholly upon the accuracy of the ca- 
meras used, and most of it is done In printing 
and engraving offices as mechanically as any 
other department of the business. In these 
places every good mechanic or artisan Is apt 
to be a good photographer, and a knowledge 
of that part of the work is regarded often 
as merely one of many ordinary qualifications 
of a “ useful hand."’ Lenses suited to the 
work, command of artificial lights at all 
hours, and the special equipments of a first- 
class shop all help to simplify the task of 
making good photographs, so that ordinary 
intelligence and plenty of practice are about 
all that the operator need bring to the work. 
In many large commercial printing and pub- 
lishing houses the photographic department 
is headed by a superintendent, or foreman, 
who is paid from $1,800 to $5,000 a year, and 
it is not unusual for his assistants to get as 


high as $40 a week, the scale descending as 


low as $5 a week for boys and apprentices. 
Profit in Outdoor Work. 
One of the most lucrative fields for the 


commercial photographer is in outdoor work, 
and here, besides the special mechanical 
equipment required for the best work, a spe- 


cial talent comes into play that is wholly 


different from that necessary to fine portrait 
work. Pictures of factories, stores, farms, 
racing automobiles, trotting horses, resi-

Steam Laundry Offers a Good 
Chance for Man of Small Means. 


NE of the most attractive businesses 
for a man of small means is the laun- 
dry business. It is attractive, first, 
because {t does not require a great 
capital or am extended experience; 

second, because it is almost invariably suc- 
cessful; third, because it is not overlaborious 
and is, essentially, a clean, neat, easily man- 
eged occupation. 

Last spring a year ago a former cab driver 
who had $20 in real money and a good wife 
to help him, opened a smal! hand laundry in 
Milwaukee avenue. In one year his business 
netted him over $4,000 and last week he re-. 
placed his hand washer, wringer, and flat iron 
methods with a $2,000 equipment of the latest 
laundry machinery. Even now he has no 
steam plant, but he rents power, and, by 


‘means of shafting and pulleys, contrives to 


run a first class laundry at a cost that would 
be considered trivial to, the average grocery 
or saloon. 

The training necessary for a successful 
laundryman is so simple and so easily ac- 
quired that almost any man or woman of 
ordinary intelligence is capable of running a 
leundry. A leading dealer in laundry ma- 
chirfery in Chicago says that but one out of 
every thirty who start in the laundry busi- 
ness fail. That would be 8% in every 100. 
Most of the Chicago laundries have more 
work than they can attend to and all of them 
ate working on an average basis of 40 per 
cent profit. 


Easy to Make a Start. 

So sure is the success of the average laun- 
dry that dealers in machinery. and equip- 
ment have no hesitation in extending gener- 
ff you have $100 you | 
can equip a laundry with machinery that is’ 
listed at $300, and. that. is enough fora con- 


siderable business of this kind: Except a& 


to the question of speed, however, the old 
fashioned hand system is just as effective. 
as steam. power in laundering, and there are 


many patrons of laundries who not only — 


prefer, but insist upon, the slow, but satis- 
factory, “hand process.” 

To start in the business the first and most 
essential thing is a - washing machine. You 
can buy a first class, reverse motion, dura- 
ble washing machine with a wringer attach- 
ment for less than $7. If you can affora it 
a $4 steam generator is a great help in sup- 
plying boiling water, but it is possible to 
get along with an ordinary stove, bdiler, or 
hot water tank. If you cannot afford to in- 
vest in. an ironing machine the domestic flat 
iron may be used in a small business, and if 
a drying room at $200 looks like too great 


an investment you can depend upon outdoor , 
line drying, which costs nothing at all but . 


time. 


Good Profits from Work. 

‘In a word, for a sum less than $100 you can 
start a laundry that will with industry and 
loge attention to economy net you as much 
as $20 per week. This means that you will 
have to do much of the work yourself; it 
may mean that your wife must help, but, 
with the machinery at your’ command 
for a small sum a man or woman may 
do over $100 worth of washing with less 
effort and expense than many families waste 
upon the laundrying of their household linen.

in making good earnings.

Elaborate Equipment Unnecessary 

There is one photographer operating on his 
own account and with remarkable success 
who was never able to excel as a portrait 
maker, but who has repeatedly demonstrated 
that he has few equals and no superiors in 
Chicago when it comes to outdoor work. His 
equipment, though adequate, is not elaborate, 
His small studio is at home, and he has regu- 
larly more orders than he canattendto. He 
has raised his prices frequently in order to 
keep the demands for his work within 
bounds, but his customers are willing to pay 
him what he asks because he never fails to 
deliver the finest results. 

This man will trust his developing, print- 
ing, and finishing to nobody but himself, and 
no matter how imperfect the negative, if he 
knows the time of exposure, he will manag? 
to produce a surprisingly good picture. His 
own succcess in getting almost perfect negu- 


tives under every imaginable condition of 


light and darkness is the source of constant 


surprise to everybody who has seen him at 


work, and the oddest feature of his method 
is that he has, to use a paradox, no metho 
at all. He seems to act on some instanta- 


neous impulse as rapid and unerring as the 


lenses and shutters with which he seems.to 
be mysteriously en rapport. He seems to 
feel the picture and to forestall the nece;-

special trade, who means to be both rapid 
and thorough in hie work, may require a 
steam plant of fifteen to twenty horse power 
and enough money to purchase a good work- 
ing equipment. You can put.in a fifteen 
horse power steam outfit as ‘iow as $250, in- 
cluding 300 feet of shafting. Belting, a steam 
washer, extractor, mangle, ironer, shaper, 
starcher, and drying room may cost any- 
where from ,$600 to $10,000. The average 
profit. reckoned upon by well managed laun- 
dries is 40 per cent net, a handsome gain as 
compared with any other successful small 
business of these times. 

There are in Chicago more than 100 laun- 
dries which are operated by two persons, and 
in which the net earnings are more than $100 
per month after figuring the wages of the 
operators at $10 a week each. In most of 
them the machinery is hand worked, and ye. 
it is modern. For the average laundryman 
of experience will tell you that the hand 
trundled washing machine with a reverse 
motion does better work than the most costly 
steam driven washer. The same is true of 
hand troning, as compared with steam or 
hydraulic troning. 

The great item of expense to the’ smal! 
laundry man is the ironing of large pleces, 
such as women’s skirts,’ tablecloths, sheets, 
and lingerie. To do this by hand requires 
more time than washing and drying put to- 
gether. The great gas heated mangle is the 
solution of this difficulty, and it can be 
bought for: hand use or for steam propulsion, 
according to the means and necessities of the

install a steam driven starcher, which not 
only saves time but distributes the starch 
more evenly and with invariably better 
effects. A first rate automatic steam dryer 
May cost from $200 to $400 and it will require 
an additional consumption of steam, but it is 
a good investment since it saves hours and 
days in the work of drying washed fabrics 
and enables the laundry to complete before 
dark work that was received before noon. 
A good extractor, which is the mechanical 
namg for an exaggerated wringer, @an be 
bought for about $100. It is simply a cen- 
trifugally revolving colander run by steam 
driven shaft and belt which extraets from 
the clothes all superfluous water. After leav- 
ing the extractor, or centrifugal. wringer, 
collar, cuff, and shirt are ready for the 
starcher, another mechanical contrivance 
which evenly applies the starch and literally 
hands the article to the drying room. After 
drying the goods is ready to be trened, and 
for this work there are separate machines 
for collars and cuffs, for shirts and for larger 
articles, such as sheets, tablecloths, and 
skirts. For small laundries, where close 
economy is necessary, the same machine 
which irons shirts may be used for collars 
and cuffs, napkins, and other small pieces. 


* * 
No Office Needed. 

The advantage of the laundry business for 
proprietors of small means is the absolute 
elasticity of its essentials. It is quite pos- 
sible to conduct a smal! laundry profitably 
without any steam plant and to turn out work 
as good and perhaps better than the steam 
laundries can show. It matters little where 
the work is done so long as cleanliness is as- 
sured. Cigar stores, drug stores, confec- 


tioneries, and barber shops will take and 


handle laundry work on a smal! commission, 
and it is possible to carry on an extensive 
laundry business without having any office 


the best work of twenty years ago. In all 
of the big cities the leading portrait photog- 
raphers are drifting into commercialism by 
the easy and profitable avenue of the theater. 
Every time a beautiful, gifted, or celebrated 
actor or actress comes into a city some or all 
of the principal photographers offer to pose 
the distinguished personage and to furnish 
some portraits free of charge. 

Once in possession of the studio, the nega- 
tive of the celebrity becomes a source of 
steady income to the owner, for the photo- 
graphs find ready sale in the book shops and 
stationers’, and the collectors of photogr#fjhs 
jump at a “ new style” as eagerly as the 
most confirmed philatelist pounces upon a 
new or rare specimen. 


Specialists in Scientific Work. 


In scientific illustrations the photograph 
has completely overshadowed and quite abol- 
ished draftsmanship for obvious reasons. 
The prices paid for this class of specialized 
work are high, and, although there is com- 
paratively little opportunity to enter the fleld 
except for pastmasters of the less important 
branches of the art, yet it is an attractive 
and lucrative work for those who have the 
necessary knowledge and temperament. The 
pen and ink sketch and the wash drawing 
as vehicles for commercial ilfustration are 
being’ gradually displaced by the camera. 
Living models wearing the latest styles of 
cress and millinery are now posed before 
the commercial photographer. and the re- 
sult, printed, ts generally preferred to the 
best work of the painter or draftsman. 

A new rield recently and slowly developing 
is the illustration of vast industries, such as 
factories, distilleries, breweries, and offices 
by means of the biograph or moving picture 
machine. At the world’s fair in St. Louls 
there Is a display of moving pictures made in 
a famous factory, and in order to get the 
films it was necessary to rig the camera on 
a kind of moving trolley wire, which carried 
it sequentially over each department of the 
factory work so successfully that the entire 
array of working men and women, machinery 
and jife, are perfectly. shown in the Aying 
films before the spectator. This is a depart- 
ment of commercial photography which 


promises to gain great popularity with the 
most progressive advertisers, 


country banks that carry a surplus 
of perhaps ten or twenty thousand 
dollars are often riddled by burglars. 
How is it that the millions quietly 


reposing within the doors of scores of banks 
in the larger cities are never cttempted? For 
it is a fact that during the last twenty-five 


years no attack, successful or otherwise, 
has been made on any bank vault in the 
United States in cities of over 50,000 inhabi- 
tants. Most of the bank robberies occurring 
today take place in towns of 2,500 to 7,500 
inhabitants. In the larger citi¢és where the* 
treasure really is no one even attempts to 
bank. 

Why ie this? 

Money can protect money. That is the 
whole secret. The country banks depend on 
safes costing perhaps a few hundred dol- 
lars; a great city bank spends perhaps $1590, - 
000 for its burglar and fire proof vaults. And 
these vuults are proof. They are absolutely 
uhassailabie. The guarding of a bank's 
money has been reduced to such a science 
that a banker, having once taken the proper 
precautions, never gives the matter a further 
thought, though he have millions of dollars 
within his doors. 


Steel Lining Costs Thousands. 

The fireproofing for a large vault can be 
constructed. for from $10,000 to $15,000. It 
is the burglar proof steel lining that brings 
the cost of vault construction up to the six 
figure mark. 

Think of a steel door weighing twelve tons 
or of a hinge alone weighing one ton! When 
that door consists of ten inches of.drill proof 
steel, plate lapped on plate, do you wonder 
that even the most daring burglar has never 
attempted it? Such a great door usually 
has some four and twenty two or three inch 
steel bolts which shoot out automatically 
in four directions as soon as'the door is 
closed, The entire closing of the door is ab- 
solutely watertight. The closing has actual- 
ly been tested one whole night under water. 
This closing is of the “ tongue and groove” 
variety and the groove is packed with pack- 
ing. 

This formidable door is furnished with a 
time lock that can be set for any number 
of hours and that cannot be opened until the 
hour for which it is set arrives. The door is 
furnished with perhaps three duplicate tim- 
ers, so that if two should fall to work there 
would still be one to open the door. 


Only Officials Allowed Inside. 

Inside the great door a massive grating 
called the day grate gives access to the vault. 
To this chamber, which, with its four inch 
walls of drill proof steel, is worthy of Vulcan 
himself, only the active officials of the bank 
have entrance. Here are the tellers’ safes 
where they keep the money for the day's 
business. Here are bags of gold, $5,000 in 
each, piled up like so many bags of buttons, 
each bag most securely tied and sealed. 
Here are packages of bills stacked up like 
bricks. The ones.and twos in $1,000 pack- 
ages; the fives in $5,000 packages; and the 
tens and twenties in $10,000 packages. The 
bills In each of these packages have been 
counted, tied up, and sealed by two persons 
in the presence of each other, eo that the 
bank can guarantee the amounts as given 
on the labels without recounting. 

Here, beside the tellers’ safes, are com- 
partments where the collateral received for 
loans to depositors is kept. 

But this ie only the outer division of the 
vault chamber; beyond is another massive 


grating dividing the vault into two rooms. 
No single official can penetrate to the inner 


present must be a director of the bank. Here 
is the holy of holies, where repose the re- 
serve funds of the bank—millions of gold and 
paper money. The reserve funds are kept 
in safes on which the locks are timed to open 
every morning, so that if necessary the bank 
tellers could have the money at a moment’s 
notice. 

Can‘t Use Nitro-Glycerin. 

The two divisions of the vault form really 
one chamber with walls of drill proof steel. 
The walls are drill proof, yet, as a matter of 
fact, the up to date burglar does not work 
with drills. A few sticks of dynamite, some 
nitroglycerin in a bettie, with alcohol, putty, 
candies, wire, wire nippera, and an exhaust 
pump are the principal items in his outfit, 
With these tools he often “ makes an im- 
pression ’’ on a small safe. But a single 
charge of dynamite heavy enough to open 
the joints of a big vault would wreck the 
whole building. Unlimited time, therefore, 
in which to work would be necessary to the 
successful wrecking of a drill proof vault 
by explosives. For it would be necessary to 
use a long succession of small charges; to ' 
work patiently at plate after plate and the 
conditions make this absolutely impossible, 
The reason such great pains are taken to 
make all joints water tight is to guard againat 
the introduetion of nitroglycerin, which has 
atiout the consistency of honéy or common 
giycerin. Nitroglycerfn is not effective un- 
less it is inside the safe er vault. * ; 

The entire great steel room is made fire- 
proof by being inclosed in brick, or tile, oF 
cement walls, between which and the steel 
walls is an alr space four or five inches thick. 
Air is a nonconductor of heat, and being in- 
terposed between the brick and the steel 
walls prevents the latter from becoming 
overheated. So perfect is the protection thas 
even when a building has been destroyed the 
contents of the vaults within have remained 
unchanged. Several such instances were 
noted after the Baltimore fire last winter. 


Provide for Watchmen’s Failure. 

Notwithstanding these extraordinary ‘safe- 

guards against fire and thieves offered by 
these walls of steel and fireproof brick just 
described, the bank vaults are never jeft 
without human guards. All night three 
watchmen patrol the entire building. These 
men are required to set off certain signals in 
various parts of the building every half heur, 
The record of these signals is shown on an 
electric clock. If one watchman failed to 
make one signal at the proper time the record 
clock wWould disclose such failure. Besides 
these ordinary signais there are alarm boxes 
near the vault door where the watchmancan <— 
ring up the police, fire department, etc. 

Even should three watchmen fail in their 
duty—something hardly to be imagined, since 
it would mean ruin to the men—there is an 
automatic alarm set off by any contact with 
the inner surface of the vault. So, 1f one can 
imagine the unimaginable and suppose the 
impossible, that by any means a thief could 
get through the walis or the door ofthe vault, | 
the moment he reached the inner surface 4 
gong on the roof or in the street in front of 
the bank building would clang out an alarm 
that would be heard three blocks away.

for Women. 


recent spread and increase of 

lege training for women has corre- 

spondingly those women stu- 

dents who,-having acquired a fine sci- 

entific or semi-scientific education, ar¢ 
at 2 loss how to apply it to money making 
endeavors. From all sides may be heard the 
“ college wail” of “ no place for imtetiectual- 
ly trained women, outside of the medical and 
legal professions ""—long lamentably over- 
crowded. In bacteriological work and the 
various chemical branches may be found 
good fields for scientific feminine efforts and 
skill, 

The profession of dispensing chemist—the 
keeping of a pharmacy—cannot be sincerely 
recommended to feminine attention, or so. at 
least, shy those who have tried it. The ad- 
vantages and opportunities of this work for 
women seem pleasantly numerous and allur- 
ing upon first inspection; but the reasons 
against pharmaceutical work for women are 
also effectively varied. Small pay, long 
hours, the @ifficulty of securing a chance 
to begin work, thése are among the most 
giaring objections. Miss Jean Gordon, who 
has maintained a successful pharmacy ina 
downtown office building for thirteen years, 
says that she never recommends the profes- 
sional study of pharmacy to any woman who 
has not sufficient capital to setup in business 
for herself with at least one assistant from 
the beginning. Even then. in the opinion of 
Miss Gordon, quicker and surer returns might 


be secured from a given sum invested ia 
other ways. 


_Hard to Phar macist. 

The work is all right,"’ says the woman 
who has so long performed it, “and it is 
work to which women are well adapted. 
But the public is slow to consider women 
in this capacity, and the ordinary drug store 
keeper is not sufficiently wealthy to risk 
any innovation that might be unpopular. 
This renders it difficult for the feminine 
graduate of a collegé of pharmacy to secure 
the four years of practical experience de- 
manded by the state bo of pharmacy be- 
fore allowing an applicafit to register, and 
which the college authorities usually for- 
get to mention to the student. The course 
here calls for but two years of study, but 
the four years of actual experience—even 
Were this can be secured—practically length- 
ens jit to a six year term, which means a 
long time of preparation for a low salary 
When it is completed. No. I would never 
advise a woman to take up pharmaceutical 
work in Chicago unless she could manage 
to get some of her practical work either be- 
fore or during her college course, and un- 
less she possessed sufficient funds to open 
her own shop, with at least one assistant, 
when the course came toan end.”’ 

The work of the commercial or analytical 
chemist, on the other hand, is highly recom- 
mended for womanly endeavor, although, 
curiously enough, few women have yet em- 
braced this particular opportunity. The va- 
rious branches of “food” chemistry are 
considered eminéntly suitable and promising 
for womanly fingers and brains. 


Chancesin Commercial Chemistry 

A Chicago young woman, whose work as 
an analytical “food” chemist has been 
notably goo@ and encouraging, believes that 
im this work a new, comparatively untrodden, 
an@ desirable field for college women may 
be found. The prospective establishment of 
state food commissions all over America in 
the near future will mean much to scientifi- 
cally trained women with as liking for chem-' 
istry. The fact that the entire subject of 
| food analysis, hygiene, and composition, pcs- 
sesses growing interest to the public pre- 
sents a most encouraging view of the case. 
Of the members of a Chicago Mboratory firm 
—composed of a trio of eminent physicians-—- 
it is related that they commenced opera- 
tions with the idea of medicinal chemistry 
uppermost, but quickly found that this kipd 
of work scarcely paid for the doing, so yast- 
ly superior, both in point of nunibers and 
financial rewards were the “food” 
continually brought to their attention. N 
ly every large manufacturing house o9 
turning out edible products employs one or 
more analytical chemists. For such work 
women, with a natural trend toward neat- 
ness, dexterity, love of detail, and interst in 
the food question are well fitted from every 
point of view. 

Women would not find the work of min- 
eral chemistry easy or lucrative, I think,” 
says the young woman “food” chemist 
just mentioned. ‘“‘Nor does dispensing 
chemistry appeal to me as a good fleld for 
women. But for the tasks of an analytical 
chemist are certainly well suited. There 
are no heavy objects to handle, as in some 
other chemical branches, and conscientious 
work, although there are few really hand- 
some salaries im the profession as yet, is 
fairly well rewarded—with wider opportuni- 
ties the higher the worker mounts. And the 
work of ‘food’ chemistry, while daily de- 
veloping and widening, calls for no extraor- 
dinary scientific tratning.

Women Make Good Bacteriologists. 

Bacteriological work, also, is considered 
by thoughtful students of times and seasons 
as well worthy the attention of scientifically 
inclined women. Dr. William K. Jaques, 
former city bacteriologist, some years ago 
publicly wondered why more women did 
not take up work of this order. Still firm 
in his conviction of their ®:ness for such 
work Dr. Jaques is glad to find that they have 
become widely conscious of the offered open- 
ing. Numbers of young women physicians 
now engage in bacteriological work, in- 
stead of starving while waiting for a prec- 
tice. Dr. Jaques also believes in the future 
of the feminine analytical chemist, and this 
for reasons as simple as obvious and sincere. 

“The food question is particularily im- 
portant at present,” so runs his opinicn, 
“so important that the United States gov- 
ernment is in several ways recognizing and 
acknowledging the necessity of official ef- 
forts in this direction. More than a year ago 
100 graduates of the different agrt 
cultural colleges, after being drilled 
and trained for a certain me in 
the government laboratories in Washing- 
ton, were sent abroad to study food products, 
processes, and so on, with an official standing 
equal to the young graduates of West Point. 
This force is being enlarged constantly, and 
in other ways the food problem is receiving 
official attention—as it should. 

“Proper and sufficient nutrition is now 
everywhere recognized as the most impor- 
tant factor in the cure or relief of consump- 
tion; good air, outdoor life, and other hy- 
gienic elements are, of course, necessary, but 
good nutrition must form the basis of the 
upward movement, just as poor nutrition— 
the lack of nutrition—primartly causes ths 
downfall. For many other reasons, all good 
and sufficient, the food question is just now 
uppermost In the public mind.

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The largest eandstone quarry in the world, 
located in Ohio, is operated by compressed 
air, which fs distributed to the 
Compress- drills, channelers, forge fires, 
ed Air as hoisting and ‘mill engines, 
pumps, etc. A five loop-sys- 
Power. tem of distributive piping de- 
livers the air at eighty-three pounds’ pres- 
sure to every part of the quarry, the full 
volume being available at any point without 
loss in pressure. Primary, sécondary, and 
auxiliary receivers, together with the large 
pipe capacity, furnish a storage reservoir 
which absorbs and equalizes the fluctuations 
of load. The aggregate connected load on 
the plant is 850 horse power, while the com- 
bined power of the two compressors Is 675 
indicated horse power. Reheating to 300 
degrees Fahrenheit is applied at mill and 
hoist engines and all air motors. The aver- 
age daily cost of reheating fuel is less than 
$1 a day for the entire system. The present 
air plant replaces a standard quarry equip- 
ment of steam driven machines, comprising 
thirty-one boilers, aggregati 1,200 boiler 
horse power and operating under average 
conditions of economy. No new machines 
were introduced, the old ones being simply 
overhauled and repaired and connected on 
the air lines: In some cases the cut off was 
shortened. The old boilers, wherever pos- 
sible, are used as local auxiliary air receiv- 
‘ers. When the two neighboring quarries are 
connected the total boiler power replaced by 
. the present plant will be 4,800 horse power. 
There are two main compressors of the cross 
compound condensing two stage types; these 
run at ninety revolutions a minute and have 
each a low pressure piston displacement of 
6,030 cubic feet of free air a minute, com- 
pressed to 100 pounds pressure.

. traces of radium. It is now shown that the 
radium impurity theory is not sufficient to 
explain the phenomena. The surfaces of the 
metals tested were made chemically clean, 
60 as to remove radium deposited from the 
atmosphere. Curves were then drawn to show 
the rate of decay of the radiation. It was 
found that each metal had its own charac-.

- has the same effect as sunlight in assisting 
oxidation by atmospheric air. ‘A solution of

air is to break up the molecules into atomic 
fons, it would appear from this experiment 
that free ions have a muchstronger chemical 
action than combined ions. Radium salts, 
when first prepared, are white, but they 
gradually change color, becoming in a month 
or two tawny yellow or vrange. This color 
change is due to the reception of external 
radiant energy. The behavior of colored 
radium compounds when heated is anoma- 
lous; instead of becoming darker in color 
they revert to their original white color. 


As gas has replaced coal for localized high 
temperature purposes, electricity is in turn 
replacing gas. In general it is cheaper to

The ozonizing powers of ultra-violet rays 
are the subject of recent interesting experi- 
ments by a German scientist. 


Ozonizing it is known that quartz will . 


let these rays easily pass 
through it. The experimenter 
takes advantage of this fact to 
produce the rays by an electric discharge be- 
tween two platinum electrodes which are 
fixed at the ends of a quartz vacuum tube. 
By the action of the ultra-violet rays which 
pass through the tube the surrounding air 
becomes ogonized and the ozone. is observed 
to form just around the tube. This effect is 
increased as the light becomes stronger. 
Liquid oxygen is not thus ozonized, but if 
the gas is passed through a discharge tube 
and at the same time cooled to 100 degrees it 
is transformed into ozone. A tube is used 
which has a pressure lower than the vapor 
tension of the latter body.

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EVER has there crept into the press dispatches 
or the flood of stories the war has brought 
concerning Russia the slightest hint of the fact 
‘that in the mountainous regions of the trans- 
caucasus is the most criminal country in the 
world. While the soldiers of the czar are away 
in the far east and the attention of the world 
is riveted upon the struggle in which they are 
partaking there is continually going on among the tribesmen 
that inhabit the country lying between the Black and the 
Caspian seas a war against the government and established 
society that results in 2,000 deaths from violence each year. 

‘ In a région not more than four hours’ ride by train from 
the most civilized parts of Russia there took place last year 
#11 conflicts between the police of this district and the tribes- 
men. In 257 of these lives were lost: in some of them both 
sides were practically exterminated; in many the bandits 
were defeated: but always soon after a fight in one locality 
another was heard of in another part of the district, the 
fierceness and fighting ability of the opponents of the police 
mever apparently diminishing in the least. 


Conquered by Russia Years Ago. . 


Russia completed its nominal conquest of the Caucasus 
forty-five years ago, but the people of the region refuse to 
stay conquered. Since the oceupation of the country by the 
Russian troops and the establishment of police headquarters 
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and rule there has never been any cessation of the saturnalia 
pf murder and crime that makes the region one where it is 
unsafe for a stranger to stray unarmed outside the gates of 
any city. Despite the efforts’ of a numerous and efficient 
corps of police there has been little progress made in forty- 
five years in the pacification of the country. 

In the last annual report which the governor of the dis- 
trict sent to the czar he says: “It is apparently impossible 
to lead these people from their lives of murder and pillage. 
The effect of wholesale imprisonment and daily executions 
fz lost upon them. The increase of troops in the district is 
of no avail; the character of the country and the treacherous 
ferocity of the people being of such a nature that it would 
be necessary. to have two soldiers for each native, one to 
watch him in the daytime and one at night, to insure his 
peacefulness. There is constant occurrence of ‘battles be- 


tween the constabulary and the brigands, and the capture — 


and execution of one band or tribe seems only to serve to de- 
velop another band the equal, if not superior, in ferocity and 
numbers of the one captured.” 


Entire Population in Sympathy with Brigands. 

The people of the region which causes so much trouble to 
the czar are a mixed lot: They are of many races—Circas- 
sians, Tartars, Turks, Armenians, and even Russians, and 
there is apparently no difference in the cruelty and monstros- 
ity of the various bands. Nearly the entire population is in 
one way or other connected with the brigands, either as active 
participants of the murderous activity of the bands or by 
active codperation. This makes the entire country one of 
refuge for them in case of defeat at the hands of the troops 
and renders their capture and extermipation doubly hard. 

So powerful and bold have the bandits become that this 
spring the city of Elisabetpol, in the transcaucasus, was held 
in a state of constant terror by four bands of Tartar bandits.

The transcaucasian brigand does not stand and fight in 
seried ranks, even if the numbers of his band exceed that of 
the opposing force.

This system of war 
results in a much greater loss of life to the pursuing forces 
than to the brigands. 

When it happens that a wounded soldier or policeman 
falls into the hands of the bandits his lot is an unfortunate 
one. He is tortured in a manner that almost exceeds the 
cruelty of barbaric savages, and his mutilated remains are 
left in a conspicuous spot as a warning to others. 

In February of this year a band of Circassians attacked 
the farm of a Russian in the vicinity of Viadikavkas. While 
riding away after completing the loot of the place they met 
the owner coming home. With a laugh one of the band shot 
him dead out of mere bloodthirsty caprice. The police of the 
district went on the trail of the band the next day. After a 
pursuit of three days the bandits were overtaken and a con- 
flict ensued, in which one bandit and three soldiers were left 
dead upon the field. The band, not in the least disconcerted, 
went on its way and the next day captured, robbed, and held 
for ransom an Armenian trader within eyesight of a large 
post of Cossacks. The pursuit of the band ended in a com- 
plete failure, and the friends of the captured man were forced 
to save his life by the payment of a large sum. 


Murder in Cool Trickery. 
In April five Cossacks were fired upon as they marched 
along a road in the hills near Tiflis. Two fell seriously 
wounded. While their companions were dressing their 
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wounds four innocent looking peasants stepped from a nearby 
field and offered their help. As the three uninjured Cos- 
sacks bent over their fallen comrades the “‘ peasants’ put 
pistols to their heads and blew their braine out. Then they 
coolly shot the wounded as they lay upon the ground and 
strolled away.

Almost an equally pecuiiar happening is vouched for by a 
woman of excellent poise and intelligence who boards in one 
of the suburbs of Chicago. One of her fellow-boarders, a 
person of about 30 years of age, was lost in the Iroquois 
disaster, and the room thus made vacant by death, being 
a bright, cheerful apartment facing east and south, passed 
into the possession of the narrator of the following incident: 

The belongings of the former tenant had been removed, 
but the pictures, furniture, books, and carpets, all of which 
were the property of the house, were suffered to remain un- 
touched.

And she is well 
qualified to speak, for she has, since she was 
blind, learned to read and write and do most 
things that a woman with full possession of 
the sense of sight can do She has studied 
blind people and seeing people in the meantime, particularly 

blind women, and she is firm in her belief. 

From the time when she lost her sight she has conducted 
her household with almost no assistance and is confident that 
few women could have conducted it better. She says that if 
men only knew what good wives blind girls make they would 
never hesitate to marry them on account of their affliction. 


Nature Sweetened by Affliction. 

“ There are blind girls and blind girls,” says Mrs. Osborn, 
“just as there are seeing girls and seeing girls. There are 
blind girls who are dull and incapable of good actions just 
as is the case with girls who have their sight, but I believe 


I can say truthfully that the vast majority of the blind girte 


whom I know will really make better wives in every sense 
of the word than the same number of girls who have their 
sight. They are, if anything, possessed of sweeter, more 
lovable natures than other girls, and they are just as capa- 
ble of becoming competent housekeepers.” 


To many people who are inclined to think the blind per- 


son helpless in most cases this will be a revelation. When 
one considers hew hard it is even among the girls of the 
day who can see to find good housekeepers it is surely mar- 
velous that a girl who is totally bereft of the sense of sight 
should be able to familiarize herself sufficiently with the 
multifarious duties incident to housekeeping te become called 
a first class housewife. 

“A blind girl in the house is just as much in her place 
as the girl with her sight,’’ says Mrs. Osborn. “She can 
learn to cook and sew and care for her home and learn to 
do it just as well as if she was not blind. People think. and 
especially young men who may be interested in a blind girl, 
that they are more or less helpless about the house and that 
in a home they will be more of a burden than a help, but I 
assure them this is far from so. A blind wife will be a 
better wife in all things pertaining to the home in most in- 
stances than a girl who is not so afflicted. 

“There are a number of reasons for this. A girl who is 
born without sight or is deprived of her sight when she is 
quite young soon develops a number of what might be termed 


_ new senses. The senses she has left to her at the same time 


become more acutely developed, so that she really becomes 
as able to care for herself and work in her own house as the 
more fortunate girl. She is able to tell by the sense of touch 
what things are almost with the accuracy of sight, and there 
are many other things she learns to do that are a help to 
her and of which people who are not blind know Ifttte. 


Grateful for Small Things. 


“Then blind girls have a better, more cheerful view of 
life. This may sound strange and unreasonable, but it is so. 
Because of the things that are denied her through the loss 
of her sight she learns to appreciate the small things in 
life far more than most people do. Her tastes for pleasure 
are simpler, and—the young man should know this—she is 
more easily satisfied. It is hard to be blind. It makes little 
difference how we who are so afflicted smile and try to mect 
the world with a cheerful) face, the fact remains that it is 
hard, and for the young girl of fair appearance and good 
nature it is doubly go. There are so many things that we

Wives Experience Six Day Widowhood. 


The above statement throws interesting light on the lives 
of the wives of Pullman conductors. It is doubtful if there 
is any class of workers’ wives who see so little of their hus 
bands as do these women. All railroad men and their wives 
are separated for much of the time by the husband's work, 
but none of the others to the extent that prevails with the 
sleeping car men. Where the regular passenger crew has its 
regular run for months at.a stretch and is seldom away from 
home for more than two days. at a time, the Pullman con- 
ductor never has a fixed run for any length of time and be- 
cause of the length of their runs are often away from home 
four, five. and even six days. 

In the meantime back in the home the wife is experiencing 
the woes of temporary widowhood, and the brethren of the 
limited trains have christened the women who marry this 
kind of men “ six day widows.” Six days is longer than the 
average Pullman conductor is away from his family at a 
time, but there is little doubt that if an average were found 
it would prove three days to be the shortest time. that will 
elapse between the time when one of them leaves his home 
wontil he will see it again. Think of this, you wives who 
complain because the city swallows up your husband for ten 


hours each day. 


Comes to Depot to See Husband. 


At the headquarters of the conductors in this city was 
found a woman waiting to see her husband. “ He just got 
in this morning from Ohio,” said the woman, laughing, “ and 
he found a message waiting for him to go to Minneapolis at 
12 this noon. So I had to come down here to see him, to see 
if he was just the same man that left his house and home 
five days ago. What do you think of that; ain't it enough to 
make a wife jealous? I’m sure I don’t know whether to 
think that it’s me or his sleeping cars that my husband ts 
married to. Five days without a minute with your husband! 
And then to have to come down here to the depot to see

Deep down In their hearts is thé sincere intention 
to some day make their last run, take the deposit out of the 
savings bank, and buy a farm somewhere far away from 
sleeping cars and the other things of their trade. The wives, 
despite the fact that they are deprived of their husbands’ 
company for the greater part of the time, are a cheerful, 
happy lot. For the most part they accept the harsh feature 
of the work as part of their life and cheerfully wait through 
the days until “he” shall be home. Then there is a smal) 
sized reception to the husband and father, no matter what 
time, day or night, it may be, and the whole family “ visits” 
until the man is forced to leave on his next trip. 

The idea of “ the last trip and then the farm” Is as strong 
with the wives and children as it is with the conductors, and 
they work and manage their households as economically ag 
possible and save considerable out of their husbands’ pay. 
The pay of the Pullman conductor fs better than that of the 
ordinary passenger trainmen. This helps some to compen- 
sate for the long absences from home; but considering the 
greater expenses to which the sleeping car men are subjected 
their pay in the end does not amount to much more than 
that of the other conductors. 

“But the men must Uke their work and the women be 
satisfied in the long run,” said a local district superintendent; 
“for they stick at it year after year. I have even known of 
an instance where one old timer finally broke away>from the 
business and bought himself a little farm out here near Free- 
port, and eame back inside of six months dead sick of the 
quiet of farming and anxious to get back where he could hear 
the whirr of the wheels and the smell of cinders.
